A  message  from  his  grace  the  governor,  in  council,  by  the  clerk  of  the  coun-  Return  to  writs  fat- 
ed, who  brought  down  the  writs  of  election  for  the  parishes  of  St.  Dorcthy  and  jlmes™1^  *  *,d 
St.  James,  which,  with  the  prov  ost-marshal's  return  thereto,  being  severally  read, 
it  appeared  that  William  Anglin  Scarlett,  esquire,  was  returned  a  representative 
for  the  parish  of  St.  Dorothy,  in  the  room  of  William  Caldwell,  esquire,  de- 
ceased, and  that  Edward  Barrett,  esquire,  was  returned  a  representative  for  the 
parish  of  St.  James,  in  the  room  of  Richard  Barrett,  esquire,  whose  seat  ihz 
house  had  vacated. 

The  follow  ing  rules  were  read,  and  ordered  to  be  the  standing  rules  of  the   Rules  of  the  hon»*

V.  That  such  of  the  assembly  as  shall  be  appointed  to  propose  what  the  houst 
hath  to  offer  to  the  governor,  or  to  the  commander  in  chief  or  to  the  council,  shell 
not  be  exempted  from  going,  unless  sveh  member  has  been  of  the  council,  or  speaker 
of  the  assembly. 

VI.  That  the  assembly,  always  at  rising,  do  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  as  thry 
shall  see  it  convenient  fur  the  speedy  dispatch  of  ajfuirs ;  and  that  none  depart  the 
house  without  the  speakei's  leave,  upon  any  pretence  whatsoever.

VIII.  That  no  member  speak  above  twice  to  the  same  debate,  without  leave  of 
the  house ;  and  that  none  presume  to  speak  without  standing  up,  and  addressing 
himself  to  Mr.  Speaker. 

That  such  as  are  appointed  of  committees  be  named  by  the  speaker,  and 
approved  of  by  the  house. 

X.  That  the  speaker  and  assembly  have  power  to  imprison  such  of  their  mau- 
lers as  shall  misbehave  themselves,  that  cdl  may  be  governed  by  order  and  decency. 

XI.  Tliat  the  minutes  of  the  house  be  enteral  fair,  and  compared  every  morn- 
ing ;  and  that  the  books  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  speaker  for  the  time  being. 

XII.  That  when  any  motion  is  made,  and  seconded  by  any  member,  it  shall  be 

put  to  the  vote  whether  the  matter  proposed  shall  be  debated. 

XIII.  That,  to  prrccnt  any  misunderstanding  in  the  house,  no  person  shall  be 
liable  to  answer  fur  a  motion  made,  or  words  spoken,  in  the  house,  w:less  it  be  at 
the  same  sitting,  and  before  an  adjournment aiul  that  the  house  receive  no  inform- 
ation from  without  doors  of  words  spoken  openly  in  the  house. 

XIV.  That  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  be  read  every  ?norning,  before  the 
house  proceed  to  any  business. 

XV.  That  a  resolution  being  taken  on  artu  matter  under  the  consideration  of 
the  house,  in  the  house,  such-resolution  shall  not  be  altered  during  the  same  session. 

XVI.  That  a  bill,  which  has  been  reported  from  a  committee  of  the  whole 
house,  and  agreed  to,  shall  not  be  recommitted  Jar  the  purpose  of  altering  or  re- 
versing any  thing  therein  contained,  but  sohly  fur  the  inh  oduction  of  nr<s  or  sujh- 
plemcntal  matter,  in  aid  of  the  provisions  in  the  bill  previously  agreed  to. 

XVII.  That  every  member,  who  shall  absent  himself  without  leave  of  the  house 
or  the  speaker,  be,  without  further  order,  taken  into  custody ;  and  that  the  speaker 
shall,  and  ht  is  empowered  and  required  to,  sign  warrants  for  those  purposes. 

XVIII.  Tliat  all  persons  who  shall  be  ordered  into  custody  do  pay  to  the  ser- 
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eeant  at  arms  a  pistole,  and  to  the  clerk  half  a  pistole,  for  each  day  such  person 
$hall  remain  in  custody  ;  and  that  all  persons  who  shall,  during  the  continuance 
of  this  assembly,  he  in  custody  at  the  time  of  any  future  prorogation,  shall  he  taken 
into  custody  at  the  next  session  ;  and  that  the  speaker  issue  his  warrant  accord- 
ingly. 

XIX.  That  no  committee  continue,  sitting  after  the  house  is  met. 

XX.  That  any  person  in  custody,  or  under  the  censure  of  the  house,  he  not 
Otherwise  admitted  than  by  petition,  members  of  the  house  excepted. 

XXI.  That  if  any  member  of  this  house  shall  go  off  the  island  without  leave  of 
the  house,  if  sitting,  or  without  acquainting  the  speaker  with  his  intention  of  so 
doing,  in  case  Uic  house  be  not  sitting,  or,  having  had  leave  to  go  off  the  island, 
shall  not  return  within  the  time  limited  for  such  leave  ( unless  sufficient  cause  is 
shewn  to  the  contrary),  he  shall  be  expelled.

XXV.  That  in  case  it  shall  appear  any  person  hath  procured  himself  to  be 
elected  or  returned  as  a  member  of  this  house,  or  endeavoured  so  to  do,  by  bribery 
or  any  other  corrupt  practices,  this  house  will  proceed  with  the  utmost  severity 

■-  against  such  person. 

XXVI.  That  if  it  shall  appear  any  person  has  been  tampering  with  any  wit- 
nesses, in  respect  to  their  evidences  to  be  given  to  this  house,  or  any  committee 
thereof,   or  directly  or  indirectly  endeavouring  to  deter  or  hinder  any  person 

from  appearing  or  giving  evidence,  the  same  is  declared  to  be  a  high  crime  and 
misdemeanor,  and  this  house  will  proceed  with  the  utmost  severity  against  suck 
offenders.

p&t&et  to  send  for  persons,  papers,  and  records,  for  their  information  ;  and,  if  any 
thing  shall  come  in  question  touching  the  return  of  election  of  any  member,  he  is  to 
Withdraw,  and  all  members  returned  upon  double  returns  are  likewise  to  withdraw, 
until  their  respective  returns  are  determined. 

XXIX.  That  when  any  thing  shall  come  in  question  touching  the  matter  of 
privilege  of  any  member,  he  is  to  withdraw  during  the  time  the  matter  is  in  de- 
bale. 

XXX.  That  all  persons  ordered  to  attend  this  house,  or  any  committee  thereof, 
are  under  the  protection  of  this  house  in  coming,  staying,  and  returning  ;  of  which 
the  provost-marshal,  and  all  other  persons,  are  to  take  notice. 

XXXI.  That  every  member  of  this  house  enjoy  the  privileges  of  his  person 
against  arrests  and  imprisoiiments,  in  such  a  manner  as  hath  heretofore  been  used 
and.  accustomed,  except  in  cases  of  treason,  felony,  breach  of  the  peace,  forcible  en- 
tries, or  forcible  detainers. 

XXXII.  That  no  member  of  this  house  hath  any  privilege  in  regard,  to  his 
goods  and  chattels,  except  such  as  are  necessary  for  his  accommodation  during  his 
attendance  on  the  house. 

XXXIII.  That  no  member  of  this  house  hath  any  privilege  against  payment 
of  any  aids,  supplies,  or  taxes,  granted  for  the  support  of  his  majesty's  government 
of  this  island,  or  of  any  parish  duties. 

XXXIV.  That  the  misrepresenting  the  proceeding1;  of  this  house  is  a  breach 
of  privilege,  and  destructive  of  the  freedom  of  the  house.. 

XXXV.  That  to  assert  this  house  hath  no  power  of  commitment,  bv,t  of  their 
ow?i  members,  tends  to  the  subversion  of  the  constitution  of  the  house. 

XXXVI.  That  no  person,  committed  for  breach  of  privilege  by  order  of  this 
house,  ought  to  be  discharged  during  the  session  of  assembly  but  by  order  or  war- 
rant of  this  house. 

XXXVII.  That  this  house  will  not  agree  to  any  motion  for  the  granting  of 
public  money,  or  a  report  from  a  committee  recommending  the  grant  of  money  ur 
■a  vote  of  credit,  till  such  motion  or  report  has  been  made  three  days. 

XXXVIII.  That  no  bill  of  a  private  nature  shall  take  rise  in  this  house  in 
future  but  by  pet'tion  from  the  party  or  parties  desiring  such  bill,  and  after  a 
report  made  by  a  committee,  to  be  appointed,  to  inquire  into  the  allegations  of  such 
petition. 

XXXIX.  That  no  money  shall  in  future  be  granted  by  this  house  for  any  new 
roads,  without  a  diagram  of  the  said  roads  be  laid  before  the  house,  attested  on 
oath  by  a  quulified  surveyor. 

XL.  That,  upon  motion  of  any  member  for  names  being  taken  down  on  a  di- 
vision of  the  house,  and  the  same  being  seconded,  the  names  shall  be  taken  down, 
.and  entered  on  the  minutes  accordingly. 

XLL  That 
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XLI.  That,  no  .officer  attending  on  the  council  or  assembly  of  this  island,  or 
•whose  duty  it  is  to  give  attendance  at,  or  be  responsible  to,  any  public  board,  com- 
posed wholly  or  principally  of  members  of  the  council  or  assembly,  ought  to  sit  or 
vote  in  this  house.

"  Report  of  the  director  and  surgeons  of  the  vaccine  establishment  of  Jamaica  to  the 
honourable  house  of  assembly,  conformably  to  a  resolution  made  the  30th  day  of 
November,  1813: 

*'  We  have  the  satisfaction  to  report  to  your  honourable  house,  that  daring 
the  last  year  the  demand  for  vaccine  matter  has  been  greater  than  in  any  pre- 
ceding one,  and  that  fifty-one  packets  of  vaccine  matter  have  been  distributed 
to  medical  practitioners  (in  eighteen  parishes)  since  our  last  report.  Our  island 
happily  continues  still  exempt  from  small-pox, 

"  Although  the  advantages  of  vaccination  are  generally  admitted,  we  lament 
to  state  that  there  are  many  persons  in  this  island,  who  are  still  adverse  to  its 
adoption. 

"  Some  from  prejudice,  others  from  apathy,  having  had  no  recent  cause  of 
alarm,  in  consequence  of  the  small-pox  contagion  having  been  for  sometime 
exterminated  among  us;  hence  a  large  proportion  of  our  population  has  been 
i  ?lt  unprotected  by  either  vaccine  or  variolous  influence.  Should  therefore  the 
dire  contagion  of  small-pox  be  unfortunately  introduced  here,  an  extensive  scene 
of  distress  may  be  anticipated.

ment, and  for  the  discharge  of  such  debt,  are  the  rent  of  the  pews  in  the  church, 
and  the  voluntary  collections  at  the  church-doors  :

considerably  to  persons  office  condition,  and  to  throw  open,  in  the  forenoon, 
a  part  of  the  church,  and  in  the  afternoon  the  greater  part  of  it,  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  slaves,  entirely  rent-free ;  and  it  is  obvious  that  by  such  mea- 
sures, if  adopted,  the  revenue  of  the  church  arising  from  the  rents  must  be  con- 
siderably diminished,  and  rendered  less  able  to  meet  its  necessary  expenditure  :

I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,'  for  the  information  of.  his  grace  the  go- 
vernor, that  the  major-general  commanding  has  had  for  some  time  under  hie 
consideration  the  inconvenience  and  injury  which  arise  to  the  service  generally, 
and  to  the  individuals  concerned,  from  there  not  being  barracks  built  for  officers 
at  many  of- the  military  stations  in  the  island,  it  being  of  the  utmost  importance 
with  respect  to  the  discipline  and  safety  of  the  troops,  that  the  officers  should 
res'hle  a3  near  as  possible  to  the  ir.cn  ;  that,  under  the  circumstances  alluded  to, 
they  are  compelled  to  fte^s  accommodation  where  they  can  find  it,  without  re- 
gard to  distance  from  the  barracks,  and  frequently  with  heavy  loss  to  their  small 
finances,  the  allowance  made  by  the  colony  for  lodgings  being  by  no  means 
adequate  to  the  cxpence ;  the  major-general  therefore  hopes  that  his  grace  wiU 
have  the  goodness  to  bring  this  subject  under  the  consideration  of  the  house.

"  That  the  property,  consisting  of  two  lots,  of  land  and  thirteen  slaves,  was 
valued  at  1002/.  \Os.  currency,  and  the  petitioner  paid  167/.  l&  8d.  being  one- 
sixth  part  'thereof!,  to  his.  grace  the  governor,  and,  wjth  two.  sureties,  John  Bean 
and  Ben  jamin  Stribling,  he  entered  into  the  usual  bond,  for  paying  668/.  6s.  Sd. 
being  tworihirds  thereof,  to  the  -crown  : 

"  That  although  the  letters  of  preference  described  two  lots  of  land,  vet,  in 
fact,  the  said  Ann  Elizabeth  Brown  was  only  entitled  to  three-fourths  of  one  and 
one- half  of  the  other,  she  having  disposed  of  the  remaining  parts  thereof : 

"  That  in  June,  1802,  the  gftkl  Ann  Elizabeth  Brown  conveyed  every  thing 
she  was  worth  or  entitled  unto  to  Sarah  Warlow,  of  the  city  of  London,  which 
conveyance  purported  to  have  been  provedjbefore  the  honourable  Charles  Grant 
in  January,  ISM,  and  was  recorded  in  March,  1814-  :

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June,  1802,  manumiscd  eight  of  the  escheated  slaves,  also  stating  that  one  of  the 
slaves  so  manumised  having  been  harboured  by  the  said  John  Archer  after  the 
petitioner's  patent,  he  caused  the  said  John  Archer  to  be  indicted  under  the  in- 
veigling act,  and  on  trial  thereof  the  aforesaid  manumission  was  set  up  and  inn 
•Msted  on,  in  consequence  of  which  a  verdict  of  not  guilty  was  returned  :

secretary's  office.  Your  committee  find  that  the  office  of  secretary  of  this  island  is  at  present,  and 

has  since  the  1st  of  August,  1816,  been,  executed  by  William  Bullock,  esquire, 
under  a  deputation  from  the  patentee. 

Your  committee,  in  the  inquiries  they  have  made,  and  in  the  result  to  which 
they  have  been  led,  have  had  in  view  the  various  proceedings  of  this  honourable 
house,  particularly  the  act  of  the  legislature  passed  in  the  fifty -sixth  year  of  the 
reign  of  his  present  majesty,  and  your  committee  find  and  report,  that  the  pre- 
sent secretary,  previous  to  his  entering  upon  the  exercise  of  his  office,  complied 
•with  the  provisions  of  that  act  by  entering  into  the  security  required  for  the 
performance  of  its  duties,  and  that  the  office  has  been  conducted  in  conformity 
with  the  several  regulations  prescribed,  with  the  exception  of  that  which  limits 
the  period  within  which  deeds  and  other  instruments  in  writing,  brought  to  and 
lodged  in  his  office,  are  to  be  recorded,  examined,  and  verified,  within  the  period 
allowed  by  law,  a  space  of  time  which,  for  the  reasons  detailed  in  the  examina- 
tion of  witnesses,  which  your  committee  have  taken,  and  beg  leave  to  annex  to 
this  their  report,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  is  much  too  short. 

Your  committee  have  to  observe,  that  the  great  inequality  of  the  business 
brought  into  the  office,  as  stated  in  those  examinations,  is  not  peculiar  to  any 
one  year,  although  it  will  not  escape  the  observation  of  the  house  that  it  was  very 
much  increased  by  the  additional  duties  which  were  imposed  on  the  office  by 
the  operation,  in  the  year  1818,  of  the  slave  return  act,  and  which  were  not  in 
the  contemplation  of  the  house  when  the  act  of  1815  was  passed  :  If  the  busi- 
ness of  the  office  were  regular,  and  equal  in  quantity,  every  month  of  the  year, 
however  great  that  quantity  might  be,  your  committee  conceive  that,  by  aug- 
menting the  number  of  clerks,  aided  by  method  and  great  exertion,  it  might  be 
possible  to  record  all  deeds  and  instruments  within  thirty  days ;  but  whilst  there 
is  not  permanent  employment  for  such  an  additional  number  of  clerks,  which 
there  cannot  be  so  long  as  there  is  such  an  inequality  in  the  quantity  of  business, 
either  the  business  of  the  office  must  fall  in  arrear,  or  the  secretary  must  main- 
tain such  additional  number  of  clerks,  during  the  period  when  they  would  be 
unemployed :  The  unreasonableness  of  the  latter  proposition  is  too  striking  to  re- 
quire any  comment  from  your  committee. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  examinations  of  Mr.  Myers  and  of 
Mr.  Hewitt :  The  reasons  detailed  in  the  evidence  of  the  latter  gentleman  have 
convinced  your  committee,  that  it  is  necessary  that  the  period  of  thirty  days 
should  be  extended  to  ninety  for  the  recording  of  all  deeds  and  instruments,  and 
ibr  this  purpose  your  committee  are  of  opinion,  and  recommend  to  the  house, 
that  a  bill  should  be  brought  in  to  amend  in  this  respect  the  act  passed  in  the 
year  1815. 

In  respect  to  the  mode  of  conducting  the  said  office,  your  committee  find, 
from  the  examination  of  Mr.  Hewitt,  that  "  the  secretary  himself  is  in  the  ac- 
tual performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office;  that  .reference  can  be  and  is  had  to 
him  at  any  moment  of  the  day  ;  that  almost  every  day  he  is  made  acquainted 
with  the  transactions  of  the  office."  Your  committee  also  find  that  the  secretary 
has  provided  with  liberal  salaries  a  first  and  second  clerk,  and  an  examiner;  be- 
sides whom  he  employs  several  persons  as  copvi  ts :  The  first  or  chief  clerk  is  a 
gentleman,  who  has  filled  that  situation  for  many  years,  and  by  whom,  to  use  the 
language  of  one  of  the  witnesses  examined,  "  every  facility  is  given  in  every 

branch 


\ 
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branch  of  the  office  :"  The  nature  and  extent  of  ihc  duties  performed  by  this  gen- 
tleman, as  well  as  those  of  the  second  clerk,  examiner,  and  copyists,  are  detailed 
in  his  examination. 

Your  committee,  on  referring  to  the  Journals  and  Votes  of  the  house  df  assem- 
bly, find  that,  from  the  year  1711  to  the  year  1806,  there  are  sundry  resolution?, 
by  which  the  expence  of  transcribing,  and  repairing  the  records  and  alphabets 
has  been  sustained  by  the  public . 

It  appears,  about  the  time  the  act  of  the  11th  Geo.  II.  was  passed,  that  the 
public  paid  1S63/.  105.  for  restoring  and  repairing  decayed  records,  at  which 
time  it  may  be  supposed  they  were  put  in  a  complete  state  of  repair,  but  it  should 
be  observed  that  at  this  period  there  were  not  in  the  secretary's  office  more  than 
252  books  of  all  descriptions  ;  at  the -present  period  there  are  1598,  including 
alphabets,  of  which  latter  description  of  books  alone  there  are  45,  and  in  1738 
thev  only  amounted  to  nine  in  number. 

It  appears  to  your  committee,  that  the  public  would  derive  considerable  ad- 
vantage, if  a  back  alphabet  of  all  powers,  hereafter  to  be  loxlged  in  the  office,  was 
compiled,  ;mu  if  an  alphabetical  list  was  kept  of  all  wills  lodged  for  safe  custody; 
and  as  tl  .  se  would  be  new  duties,  not  enjoined  by  any  legislative  enactment, 
your  committee  recommend  that  they  should  be  provided  for  in  the  bill  which 
they  have  suggested.

The  committee  appointed  by  an  act,  entitled,  "  An  act  appointing  commis- 
sioners for  superintending  the  buildings  and  barracks  belonging  to  the  public, 
and  far  appropriating  the  grants  allotted  thereto,"  have  to  report,  that  the  sub- 
committees, appointed  by  the  board  to  visit  the  different  buildings,  having  re- 
ported the  following  repairs  and  additions  to  be  necessary,  the  commissioners 
submit  the  same  to  the  consideration  of  the  house  :

The  commissioners  have  annexed  to  this  report  an  acronnt  of;,!]  rallies  paid 
by  them  for  public  works  during  the  present  year,  by  which  it  wiii  appear  there 
is  at  present  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver  general,  applicable  to  the  order  of  the 
board,  the  sum  of  1  5,421/.  10/?.  Sd.  which  is  liable  to  balances  due  on  sundry  ex- 
isting contracts  and  engagements,  amounting  to  10,756/.  leaving  an  ultimate  ba- 
lance, at  the  disposal  of  the  board,  of  Vg&$l.  10s.  8>/. :  Should  it  therefore  be  the 
pleasure  of  the  house  to  agree  to  the  report,  it  will  be  necessary  that  the  sum  of 
8572/.  19.T.  W.  shoukl  be  granted  to  carry  th.e  different  objects  siaccd  herein  into 
affect,  and  to  provide  for  any  unforeseen  expences  which  may  occur  in  die  course 
of  the  ensuing  year,. 

The  commissioners  also  beg  leave  to  recommend  that  the  sum  of  31S3/.  3s. 
5hd.  be  granted  to  their  order,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expences  of  the 
alterations  made  to  the  admiral's  pen,  agreeably  to  the  report  of  the  sub-corn^ 
mittee,  annexed  to  this  report.

The  sub-committee,  appointed  to  visit  the  admiral's  pen,  have  inspected  the 
same,  and  find  that  sundry  trifling  repairs  are  necessary  to  the  buildings,  the 
expence  of  which  will  not  exceed  100/.:  The  committee  also  recommend  that 
the  plan,  lately  discontinued,  of  allowing  the  sum  of  200/.  per  annum,  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  the  fences  in  repair,  should  be  again  resorted  to.  as  being 
most  convenient  to  the  commander  in  chief  occupying  the  pen,  attended  with  the 
least  charges^  and  most  advantageous  to  the  public. 

The  attention  of  the  sub-committee  was  necessarily  drawn  to  some  repairs  and 
improvements  of  considerable  extent,  which  the  rear-admiral,  at  a  very  early 
period  of  his  command,  and  from  his  great  anxiety  to  consult  the  health  of  his 
family  and  attendants,  had  been  induced  to  undertake,  without  the  same  having 
been  sanctioned  or  ordered  by  the  board:  The  repairs  and  improvements  so 
made  have  been  performed  in  a  very  substantial  manner,  and  the  utility  of  thorn 
cannot  be  more  satisfactorily  demonstrated  than  in  the  continued  health  of  ali 
the  persons  residing  at  the  pen,  whilst  a  reference  to  f  rmer  periods  shews  that 
a  very  great  mortality  was  experienced  amongst  the  attendants  of  former  com- 
manders in  chief,  who  occupied  the  lower  part  of  the  house;  under  these  cir- 
cumstances, 
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cumsl  nces,  and  as  the  delay,  which  has  taken  place  in  noticing  these  repairs 
jyid  improvements,  will  operate  as  a  suflicient  caution  in  future  to  those  who 
ma  .  y  the  pen  not  to  expend  money  there  on  the  confidence  of  the  same 
Ijeii  repaid,  the  sub-committee  hope  that  the  board,  taking  into  consideration 
the  motives  with  which  the  work  was  undertaken,  will  consider  it  not  consistent 
with  the  liberality,  which  has  always  distinguished  the  proceedings  of  the  assem- 
bly towards  persons  in  the  rear-admiral's  high  station,  that  his  private  purse 
should  suffer  for  an  act  which,  however  unauthorized,  has  been  followed  by  be- 
neficial effects,  and  has  essentially  added  to  the  value  of  the  pen.  The  sub- 
committee have  therefore  annexed  to  this  report  a  statement  of  the  sums  so  ex- 
pended, and  they  recommend  to  the  board  to  include  the  same  in  their  annual 
report  to  the  house,  with  their  recommendation  that  the  same  should  be  pro- 
vided for.

■the  poll-tax  bill,  for  paying  to  Nicholas  Doman  the  sum  of  121/.  13s.  4-d.  for  one 
year's  pay  as  captain  of  Fort-Balcarres. 

3.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  house  to  send  a  message  to  his  grace,  the 
governor,  stating  that  they  consider  it  part  of  the  duty  of  the  captain  of  Fort-

The  above  reports  re- 
lerred  to  committee 
on  state  of  the  island. 


Mr.  Aikman,  from  the  committee  on  the  Jamaica  Spa,  reported  as  follows: 
Mr.  Speaker^ 

Your  committee  appointed  last  year  to  superintend  the  Jamaica  Spa  during 
the  recess,  and  to  adopt  such  measures  as  might  be  deemed  expedient  for  the 
recovery  01  the  old  spring,  and  for  the  preservation  and  improvement  of  the 
new  one,  have  the  gratification  to  inform  the  house,  that  the  new  spring  has 
remained  almost  unimpaired,  and  that  the  sum  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
committee  has  proved  fully  adequate  for  the  preservation  of  it,  and  for  remov- 
ing the  temporary  obstacles  to  its  use,  occasioned  by  the  river  on  which  it 
borders  : 

Your  committee  have  also  to  inform  the  house,  that  the  course  of  Yallahs- 
River  near  the  old  Spa  has  been  so  much  cleared,  that  a  fai^  opportunity  presents 
itself  for  ascertaining  if  it  can  be  recovered  fiee  from  the  percolations  of  the 
stream  of  that  river,  and  recommend  that.  50/.  should  be  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  in  addition  to  the  usual  grant  of  50/.  for  the 
general  improvement  and  preservation  of  the  institution,  and  50/.  to  a  person 
for  superintending  the  care  of  the  spring  and  delivery  of  the  water.

Your  committee,  appointed  to  meet  a  committee  of  the  council  on  a  confer- 
ence, report,  that  they  have  met  the  committee  of  the  council  on  such  confer- 
ence, and  that  it  was  managed  on  the  part  of  the  council  by  the  honourable  Mr. 
Cuthbert,  who  read,  and  delivered  to  your  committee,  the  following  paper : 

Mr.  Chairman", 

The  council,  in  order  to  preserve  that  good  correspondence,  which  at  pre- 
sent exists  between  the  two  branches  of  the  legislature,  and  which  the  council 
are  at  all  times  anxious  to  cultivate  and  improve,  have  desired  this  conference, 
and  .have  ordered  us  to  deliver  to  your  committee  a  petition,  which  has  been 
presented  to  the  council  by  a  member  of  their  beard,  together  with  a  copy  of 
certain  resolutions  entered  into  by  the  board  in  consequence  of  that  petition.

Sir, 

Enclosed  I  beg  leave  to  transmit  the  annual  return  of  the  maroons  of  this  superintendency,  ac- 
companied with  the  usual  lists. 

I  hope  it  will  not  be  deemed  improper  if,  on  this  occasion,  I  presume  to  offer  some  remarks  on. 
the  state  of  these  people,  for  the  information  of  his  grace  the  governor. 

A  great  and  progressive  improvement  has  taken  place  among  them  of  late  years,  which  has 
been  remarked  by  every  body  who  has  known  them  for  any  length  of  time.  It  commenced  with 
the  embargo  and  non-intercourse  acts  of  the  United  States.  These,  by  diminishing  our  supplies 
of  lumber,  occasioned  an  immediate  demand,  at  an  advanced  price,  for  that  of  this  island,  and  the 
maroons  found  it  easier  and  much  more  profitable  to  get  staves,  shingles,  and  boards  from  their 
•own  woods  for  sale  than  to  hunt  wild  hogs.  This  demand  continued  steadily  until  the  termina- 
tion of  hostilities  with  America,  when  it  ceased  in  a  great  measure,  and  several  of  the  maroons, 
who  were  now  thrown  idle,  began  again  to  hunt  wild  hogs. 

At  this  juncture  a  small,  quantity  of  arrow-root  was  raised  here,  which  met  with  a  ready  sale, 
and  encouraged  the  further  cultivation  of  it.  This  plant,  which  comes  within  the  year,  and  is  of 
easy  cultivation  and  manufacture,  is  well  adapted  for  agriculturists  who  have  little  or  no  capital, 
and  was,  for  these  reasons,  peculiarly  well  calculated  for  the  maroons  of  this  town,  who  had  the 
additional  advantage  of  living  within  two  miles  of  the  wharf  at  Buff- Bay. 

Captain  John  Martin,  who  commands  the  ship  Fortitude,  of  London,  has  been  the  chief  pur- 
chaser of  their  arrow-root,  which  he  takes  in  payment  at  2s.  Id.  per  lb.  for  goods  purchased  of 
him,  and  in  IS  18  they  dealt  with  him  to  the  amount  of  400/.  The  ready  market,  which  they 
found  for  their  produce,  gave  an  additional  stimulus  to  their  exertions,  and  in  this  year  they  have 
purchased 'goods  to  the  value  or"  1800/.  Of  this  comparatively  large  sum,  1400/.  were  paid  in 
900  lbs.  of  coffee,  and  the  rest  in  arrow-root,  at  the  above  price:  Of  the  balance  which  remains 
the  whole,  it  is  said,  will  be  paid  in  the  ensuing  shipping  season. 

Great  additions  to  their  cultivation  were  made  last  spring,  but  the  intense  drought  which  took 
*S*S*.  1819.  4  F  place- 
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place  in  February,  and  lasted  seven  months,  has  greatly  injure:!  their  present  crops;  but,  should 
the  price  of  arrow-root  give  a  reasonable  profit  to  the  cultivator,  it  will  bave  the  best  .effects  on 
the  maroons  of  this  town,  and  the  young  ones  who  are  growing  up  will,  in  all  probability,  know 
very  little  either  of  the  interior  or  of  hog-hunting. 

Whatever  benefit  to  the  maroons  may  be  expected  from  these  anticipations  has  been  greatk 
accelerated  by  their  dealing  irith  captain  Martin,  who  has  been  long  known  here  for  correctness 
and  extreme  caution  in  his  dealings:  but  who  has  nevertheless  given  the  maroons  here  credit  to 
the  amounts  stated  above,  most  of  the  goods  being  brought  '.Voin  London  to  the  order  of  the  pur- 
chasers.

Qtesticn.  In  what  currency  are  payments  made  and  received  in  Kingston? 
Answer.  Generally  in  paper  parcels  or  gold. 

Q.  h 
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Q.  Is  not  the  present  currency  inconvenient  in  bulk  and  weight,  and  do  not  frequent  losses 
to  individuals  occur  From  the  -paper  parcels  ol*  silver  being  deficient  of  the  sum  endorsed 
thereon  ? 

A.  I  do  consider  the  present  currency  exceedingly  inconvenient  in  bulk  and  weight,  and  I  alsa 
know  that  frequent  losses  occur  to  individuals  from  deficiencies  in  paper  parcels  of  silver. 

Q.  Would  not  paper,  with  island  security/payable  on  demand  in  specie,  circulate  freely  for  the 
internal  purposes  of  the  country,  without  bearing  interest,  and  to  what  amount  in  your  opi- 
nion? 

A.  I-do  conceive  that  it  would  circulate  freely  to  the  amount  probably  of  89,000/. ;  but  it  is  a 
fhChe  matter  of  opinion  with  regard  to  the  amount.

Q.  Is  not  the  present  currency  inconvenient  in  bulk  and  weight,  and  do  not  frequent  losses 
to  individuals  t>ccur  from  die  paper  parcels  of  silver  being  deficient  of  the  sum  endorsed 
thereon  ? 

A.  Very  inconvenient  and  troublesome,  and  losses  from  deficiencies  frequently  occur :  Such  as 
have  come  through  my  hands,  on  being  opened,  within  these  nine  months  have  been  deficient  to 
the  amount  of  about  seven  per  cent. 

Q.  Would  not  paper,  with  island  security,  payable  on  demand  in  specie,  circulate  freely  for 
the  internal  purposes  of  the  country,  without  bearing  interest,  and  to  what  amount  in  your  opi- 
nion ?

A.  Very  much  so:  Not  a  day  but  some  affidavits  of  deficiencics.arc  made. 

Q.  Would  not  paper,  with  island  security,  payable  on  demand  in  specie,  .circulate  freely  for 
the  internal  purposes  of  the  country,  without  bearing  interest,  and  to  what  amount  in  your  opi- 
nion ?

Question.  In  what  currency  are  payments  made-  and  received  in  Kingston? 

Answer.  They  are  made  in  Various  currencies,  mostly  in  Spanish  coin :  A  great  "many  pay- 
ments are  made  in  paper  parcels. 

Q.  Is  not  the  present  currency  inconvenient  in  bulk  and  weight,  and  do  not  frequent  losses  to 
individuals  occur  from  the  paper  parcels  of  silver  being  deficient  of  the  Sam  endorsed  thereon  ? 

A.  As  far  as  the  paper  parcels  go,  it  is -very  "inconvenient.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  trouble 
when  deficiencies  occur,  but  in  general  it  is  traced  back  to  the  person  who  put  up  the  parcel,  and 
that  person  is  obliged  to  make' it  up. 

Q.  Would  not  paper,  with  island  security,  payable  on  demand  in  specie,  circulate  freely  for 
the  internal  purposes  of  the  country,  without  bearing  interest,  and  to  what  amount  in  your  opi- 
nion ? 

A.  J 
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A.  I  think  it  would,  not  only  in  the  country,  but  particularly  in  town ;  and  Further  that  the 
currency  of  paper  parcels  and  small  change  would  be  exchanged  for  it  at  the  receiver-general'* 
office,  and  the  great  inducement  would  be  protection  from  fire  and-robbery.  Provided  they  were 
made  payable  by  the  receiver-general  every  day  in  the  week  during  office  hours,  a  confidence  be- 
ing thereby  established,  they  would  circulate  to  upwards  of  100,000/.  Indeed  an  issue  to  a 
smaller  amount  would  be  of  little  use. 

Q.  What  sum  do  you  conceive  necessary -to  be  provided  in  specie  to  meet  the  occasional  de- 
mands for  payment  of  such  paper,  supposing  their  issue  amounted  to  100,000/.? 

A.  If  the  arrangement  takes  with  the  public,  50,600/.  I  should  think,  would  be  sufficient. 

Q.  Do  you  think  that  a  paper  currency,  established  upon  island  security,  would  circulate  more 
freeiy,  and  to  a  greater  extent,  in  the  country  than  the  present  circulating  medium  ? 

A.  It  certainly  would,  for  payments  in  paper  parcels,  or  even  in  gold,  are  very  inconvonieat  to 
the  country,  whereas  paper  might  be  remitted  by  post. 

Q.  Would  not  public  creditors  in  general,  particularly  those  in  the  country,  prefer  receiving 
such  paper  to  the  present  currency  in  payment  of  their  demands  ? 

A.  If  they  were  certain  of  getting  them  paid  on  demand,  they  would  prefer  them.  I  should 
think  they  would  be  worth  a  premium. 

Q.  Would  not  paper,  which  shall  be  directed  to  be  received  in  payment  of  all  duties  and  taxes, 
facilitate  their  payment,  collection,  and  remittance  to  the  office  of  the  receiver-general  from  the 
country  ? 

A.  Unquestionably. 

Q.  What  effect  do  yon  conceive  a  paper  currency  would  have  upon  the  present  circulation  of 
.money  as  to  reducing  or  increasing  its  quantity;  and  would  the  exportation  of  money  be  greater? 
A.  It  can  have  no  effect  upon  the  exportation  of  money.

William  Shand,  esquire,  sworn  and  examined. 

Question.  How  arc  estates'  contingencies  usually  paid? 
Answer.  Generally  by  orders  on  factors  employed  in  Kingston. 

Q.  Would  not  paper,  with  island  security,  payable  on  demand  in  specie,  circulate  freely  for 
•the  internal  purposes  of  the  country,  without  bearing  interest,  and  to  what  amount  in  your  opi- 
nion ? 

A.  Yes:  I  should  have  no  hesitation  in  taking  such,  and  I  fancy  they  would  pass  freely,  pro- 
vided the  community  were  satisfied  of  there  being  funds  to  meet  them,  and  while  the  security  of 
the  island  is  good.     I  have  no  conception  as  to  the  amount. 

Q.  Would  not  paper  of  the  description  before  mentioned  be  more  acceptable  as  payments  to 
those  employed  by  you  on  estates  under  your  management  than  orders  on  town? 
*  A.  If  a  general  confidence  of  their  being  paid  on  demand  were  established,  they  would  bo  pre- 
ferable to  orders  on  town. 

Q.  Would  not  paper,  which  shall  be  directed  to  be  received  in  payment  of  all  duties  and  taxes, 
facilitate  their  payment,  collection,  and  remittance  to  the  office  of  the  receiver-general  from  the 
country  ? 

A.  According  to  my  present  idea,  I  imagine  it  would  produce  that  effect*.

Question.  In  what  currency  are  payments  made  and  received  in  Kingston  ? 
Answer.  In  doubloons  and  papers  of  small  silver,  dollars  being  seldom  in  circu::il?o'.i. 
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Q.  Is  not  the  present  currency  inconvenient  in  bulk  and  weight,  and  do  not  frequent  losses  to 
individuals  occur  from  the  paper  parcels  being  deficient  of  the  sum  endorsed  thereon  ? 

A.  The  paper  parcels  of  small  silver  are  an  inconvenient  currency,  and  frequent  losses  happen 
upon  them. 

Q.  Would  not  paper,  with  bland  security,  payable  on  demand  in  specie,  circulate  freely  for 
the  internal  purposes  of  the  country,  without  bearing  interest,  and  to  what  amount  in  your  opi- 
nion ? 

A.  I  think  it  would  :  Probably,  it  would  circulate  to  the  amount  of  100,000/. 

Q.  What  sum  do  you  conceive  necessary  to  be  provided  in  specie  to  meet  the  occasional  de- 
mands for  payment  of  such  paper,  supposing  their  issue  amounted  to  100,000/.  ? 

A.  I  should  think  that  50.000/.  in  money  would  be  sufficient  to  answer  the  issue  of  100,000/. 
in  paper. 

Q.  What  do  you  conceive  to  be  the  amount  of  specie  now  in  circulation  in  Kingstonand 
throughout  the  country  (not  intending  that  imported  for  the  purposes  of  reshipment)  ? 

A.  I  should  suppose  there  cannot  be  less  than  400,000/.  in  the  present  circulation,  and  I  am 
led  to  this  opinion  from  the  exchange  having  ruled  high  for  some  time  past.

Question.  In  what  currency  are  payments  made  and  received  in  Kingston  ? 
Answer.  Principally  in  what  we  call  paoer  parcels. 

Q.  Is  not  the  present  currency  inconvenient  in  bulk  and  weight,  and  do  not  frequent  losses  to 
individuals  occur  from  the  paper  parcels  of  silver  being  deficient  of  the  sum  endorsed  thereon? 

A.  Yes:  The  present  currency  is  very  inconvenient,  and  losses  arc  daily  occurring  to  a  consi- 
derable extent. 

Q.  Would  not  paper,  with  island  security,  payable  on  demand  in  specie,  circulate  freely  for 
the  internal  purposes  of  the  country,  without  bearing  interest,  and  to  what  amount  in  your  opi- 
nion ? 

A.  Certainly,  I  think  it  would.  I  should  conceive  it  would  circulate  freely  to  the  extent  of 
100,000/. 

Q.  What  sum  do  you  conceive  necessary  to  be  provided  in  specie  to  ineet  the  occasional  de- 
mands for  payment  of  such  paper,  supposing  their  issue  amounted  toJ00«Q00?t  ? 
A.  I  should  suppose  about  one-half.

A.  Undoubtedly.

-  •  Q.  Would  not  a  paper  currency  be  favourable  to  the  general  purposes  of  trade  throughout  the- 
island  ? 

A.  I  should  suppose  particularly  so.

Question.  In  what  currency,  or  by  what  medium,  are  payments  made  and  received  in  your 
office  :  In  what  proportion  of  paper  parcels  of  hilver,  and  in  Mr.  Hamilton's  checks  ? 

Answer.  The  payments  made  into  my  office  are  chiefly  by  orders  on  office  and  on  Kingston  : 
Sometimes  in  gold  and  silver,  sometimes  by  Mr.  Hamilton's  checks.  As  to  what  proportion  of 
paper  parcels  and  checks  I  cannot  speak. 

Q.  Are  not  paper  parcels  of  silver  very  inconvenient  to  persons  from  the  country,  who  may 
have  orders  on  your  office;  and,  when  you  have  no  other  medium,  are  not  persons  frequently 
obliged  to  request  your  permission  to  leave  ii  with  you,  not  being  able  to  make  use  of  it  in  that 
shape;  and  does  not  money  so  left  with  you  remain  uncalled  for  a  considerable  time? 

A.  The  paper  parcels  of  silver  are  certainly  considered  very  inconvenient,  and  when  I  cannot 
give  Mr.  Hamilton's, checks,  or  unquestionable  Kingston  acceptances,  I  am  often  requested  to  let 
the  money  remain  :  It  djes  not  remain  tvith  me  any  considerable  time:  Probably,  for  one  or  two 
months. 

Q.  Are  not  Mr.  Hamilton's  check?;  asked  for  .and  preferred  to  the  present  circulating  medium 
by  those  receiving  money  from  your  office  ? 

A.  When  I  have  tendered  paper  parcels  of  money,  I  have  been  requested  to  give  Mr.  Hamil- 
ton's checks,  and  I  qever  had  any  difficulty  in  passing  them. 

Q.  Wou.d  Sot- paper,  with  island  security,  payable  on  demand  in  specie,  circulate  freely  for 
the  internal  purposes  of  the  country,  without  bearing  interest,  and  to  what  amount  in  your  opi- 
nion ? 

.  A.  I  have  generally  understood,  upon  inquiry  from  my  deputies  throughout  the  island,  that

Mr.  Hamilton's  papers  wore  a  very  great  convenience.  No  doubt  the  island  papers  would  circus 
*^rfte  equally,  if  not  in  preference,  probably  to  the  amount  of  100,000/. 

Q.  What  sum  do  you  conceive  necessary  to  be  provided  in  specie  to  meet  the  occasional  de- 
mands for  payment  of  such  paper,  supposing  their  issue  amounted  to  100,000/.? 

A.  I  should  conceive,  to  give  these  papers  duo  credit,  it  ought  to  be  understood  that,  whenever 
they  may  be  presented  for  payment,  they  would  be  immediately  honoured:  I  should  suppose  that 
half  the  amount  in  specie  would  be  sufficient  to  meet  them. 

Q.  "Would  not  the  island  papers  facilitate  the  payments  to  and  by  }'ou  in  your  official  capa- 
city? 

A.  Very  much. 

Q.  Do  not  some  of  Mr.  Hamilton's  checks  re  lain  out  in  circulation  a  considerable  time? 
A.  I  conceive  they  do  remain  out  a  considerable  time:  They  are  considered  the  same  aS 
money.

Cheney  Hamilton,  esquire,  receiver-general,  sworn  a?:d  examined. 

Question.  What  is  the  usual  balance  of  cash  in  your  hands  belonging  "to  the  public? 

Answer.  I  cannot  from  memory  state  this :  It  varies  every  week.  My  accounts  are  audited 
and  passed  quarterly  by  the  commissioners  of  public  accounts,  by  which  the  balance  in  hand  will 
appear. 

Q.  In  what  currency  or  specie  is  the  present  balance? 

A.  In  various  coins  that  are  current  throughout  the  island. 

Q.  Does  not  a  considerable  part  of  that  balance  consist  of  paper  parcels  of  silver  ? 
A.  Most  certainly. 

Q.  Do  you  not  issue  your  own  checks  or  memorandums,  not  bearing  interest,  as  a  matter  of 
convenience  to  persons  having  to  receive  monies  out  of  the  receiver-general's  cnice,  and  do  not 
such  checks,  or  some  of  them,  remain  out  a  considerable  ttme? 

A.  I  certainly  do  issue  my  papers,  without  bearing  interest,  for  the  accommodation  of  such 
persons  as  are  willing  to  receive  them,  and  some  of  thein  no  doubt  remain  out  a  considerable 
time. 

Q.  Do  not  public  creditors  in  general  prefer  your  checks  in  your  individual  capacity  as  more 
convenient  than  the  present  circulating  medium  ? 

A.  I  cannot  undertake  to  say  that  the  public  creditors  in  general  prefer  my  checks  as  more 
convenient  than  the  present  circulating  medium,  but  in  many  instances  they  are  applied  for. 

Q.  Would  not  paper,  with  island  security,  payable  on  demand  in  specie,  circulate  freely  for 
the  internal  purposes  of  the  country,  without  bearing  interest,  and  to  what  amount  in  your  opi- 
nion ? 

A.  I  think  it  might  circulate  to  a  certain  extent,  particularly  in  the  country ;  but,  unless  the 
merchants  and  monied  people  in  Kingston  would  give  their  assistance  for  the  circulation,  I  do 
not  think  it  would  be  to  any  great  extent. 

Q.  What  sum  do  you  conceive  necessary  to  be  provided  in  specie  to  meet  the  occasional  de- 
mands for  payment  of  such  paper,  supposing  their  issue  amounted  to  100,000/.? 

At  In  the  issuing  of  these  papers  they  would  not  be  given  out  unless  the  money  was  paid  for 
them :  Consequently  the  money  would  be  there  to  meet  them.  It  is  very  probable  that  a  great 
proportion  of  it  might  remain  out  a  conside  rable  time. 

Q.  Would  not  paper,  which  shall  be  directed  to  be  received  in  payment  of  all  duties  aad  taxes, 
facilitate  their  payment,  collection,  and  remittance  to  the  office  of  the  receiver  general  from  the 
country  ? 

A.  Most  undoubtedly,  from  paper  being  much  easier  conveyed  than  money. 

Q.  Would 
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(>.  "Would  not  public  creditors  in  general,  particularly  those  in  the  country,  prefer  recei ring 
-tlk'h  paper  to  the  present  currency  in  payment  of  their  demands  ? 

A.  As  a  matter  of  convenience  there  is  no  doubt  but  they  would  receive  it  in  preference  {* 
small  silver,  particularly  to  any  considerable  amount. 

Q.  Wdflid  there  be  any,  and  whnf,  effect  occasioned  by  a  rise  in  the  price  of  bullion  in  Great- 
*13ritain  as  to  the  certificates  intended  to  be  issued  ? 

A.  I  consider,  in  case  of  a  rise  in  the  price  of  bullion  in  Great-Britain,  any  of  these  papers,  in 
the  hands  of  the  merchants  in  Kingston  particularly,  would  be  presented  at  the  office  for  pay- 
ment to  the  amount  In  (heir  hands,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  doubloons  or  dollars  for  the  advan- 
tage of  a  remittance' to  Great- Britain. 

Q.  Do  you  conceive  that  the  greater  number  of  such  certificates  would  be  in  the  hands  of  per- 
sons in  Kingston,  or  in  circulation  in  the  country  ? 

A.  The  experiment  not  having  been  made,  I  have  no  grounds  for  forming  an  opinion. 

Q.  -Is  not  a  considerable  portion  of  the  sums  paid  into  your  office  for  duties  and  taxes  so  paid 
by  means  of  a  paper  medium,  or  do  you  invariably  receive  specie? 

A.  Many  payments  are  made  into  the  office  for  duties  and  taxes  by  demands  against  the  pub- 
lic :  Such  as  road  orders,  orders  for  salary,  &c.  and  also  by  acceptances  of  good  houses  in  King- 
ston. There  is  no  other  paper  medium  at  present  that  I  am  aware  of.  Jen  all  other  cases  I  re- 
ceive money, 

Q.  Does  not  the  present  circulating  medium. consist  in  a  great  degree,  or  more,  of  paper  par- 
cels of  silver  than  dollars  and  doubloons  ? 

A.  A  great  proportion  of  the  circulating  medium  does  certainly  consist  of  j>aper  parcels  of 
small  silver:  There  is,  however,  at  present  a  great  proportion  of  doubloons:  Little  or  none  in 
dollars,  they  bearing  a  premium. 

Q.  is  not  thejiresent  currency  inconvenient  in  bulk  and  weight,  and  do  not  frequent  losses 
"to  individuals  occur  from  the  paper  parcels  of  shYer  being  deficient  of  the  sum  endorsed  thereon'? 

A.  Most  unquestionably  *  Papers  of  small  silver  form  a  very  inconvenient  hind  of  currency, 
and  there  are  very  frequent  and  considerable  deficiencies  in  those  paper  parcels  of  silver. 

Q.  Do  you  not  conceive  that  a  paper  currency,  on  proper  principles  and  credit,  would  cir- 
culate in  the  country  to  a  greater  extent  than  the  present  circulating  medium,  from  the  difficulty 
and  risk  now  existing  of  transporting  or  remitting  coin  from  one  part  of  the  island. to  another  ? 

A.  I  make  no  doubt  of  it,  if  the  system  is  once  established. 

Q.  Is  there  not  a  greater  proportion  of  doubloons  in  circulation  at  present  than  usual,  owing 
to  the  high  premium  on  bills  of  exchange,  to  the  state  of  the  bullion  market  for  gold  in  England, 
or  to  what  other  cause? 

A.  I  consider  that  there  is  a  greater  proportion  of  doubloons  in  circulation  than  usual,  owing 
to  the  high  premium  on  bills  of  exchange,  as  well  as  the  low  price  of  gold  in  England:  When 
the  price  of  gold  in  England  is  high,  we  know  that  remittances  are  made  in  doubloons.

Question.  Would  not  paper,  with  island  security,  payable  on  demand  in  specie,  circulate  freely  for 
»lhe  interna!  purposes  of  the  country,  without  bearing  interest,  and  to  what  amount  in  your  opinion? 

Answer.  I  have  no  doubt  that  such  island  paper,  as  is  mentioned  in  the  query,  would  circulate 
freely  to  a  considerable  amount. 

Q.  What  sum  do  you  conceive  necessary  to  be  provided  in  specie,  to  meet  the  occasional  de- 
mands for  payment  of  such  paper,  supposing  their  issue  amounted  to  100,000/.? 
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A.  The  first  year  that  such  i>sue  took  place,  I  do  hot  think  it  would,  bo  (prudent  to  omit  poising 
very  nearly  to  the  amount  circulated,  but  i  should  conceive  afterwards  that  one-bail'  of  the  sum 
would  be  sufficient.  , 

Q.  How  arc  estates'  contingencies  usually  paid  ? 

A.  They  arc  generally  paid  with  the  run:,  as  far  as' the  same- will  extend,  and  the  balance  in  bills 
of  exchange  or  orders  on  town. 

Q.  Do  not  the  papers  of  Mr.  Hamilton,  the  receiver-general,  circulate  freely  in  your  parish,  and 
to  a  considerable  amount? 

A.  Papers  of  Mr.  Hamilton  circulate  very  freely,  and,  with  the  exception  of  money  for  famiU 
use,  are  taken  with  as  much  facility  as  money  for  internal  purposes  :  To  what  amount  1  cannot  sax, 
but,  from  the  number  .wluch  at  different  times  have  passed  through  .my  hands,  I  conceive  must  be 
to  a  large  amount.

Question.  How  arc  estates'  contingencies  usually  paid  ? 

Answer.  By  the  proprietor,  attorney,  or  factor :  The  proprietor  or  attorney,  if  cither  have  the 
means,  settle  the  contingencies  as  it  may  please  them,  by  placing  in  the  hands  of  a  factor  produce 
'for  Rale  in  the  island,  as  well  as  bills,  when  necessary,  which  arc  disposed  of,  and,  in  general,  the 
sales  of  produce,  as  well  as  of  bills,  meet  the  annual  contingencies  in  as  far  as'.l  am  concerned. 

Q.  Would  not  paper,  with  island  security,  payable  on  demand  in  specie,  circulate  freely  for  the 
internal  purposes  of  the  country,  without  bearing  interest,  and  to  what  amount  in  your  opinion  ? 

A.  Paper  with  the  island  security,  I  think,  would  answer  on  the  north  side  of  the  island,  but 
certainly  not  on. the  south,  and,  if  payable  in  specie  by  the  receiver-general,  it  may  be  the  same 
trash  that  is  now  complained  of:  I  cannot  say  to  what  amount  public  paper  might  be  required  from 
the  east  to  the  west  end  of  the  northside  of  the  island. 

Q.  Would  not  paper,  of  the  description  before,  mentioned,  be  more  acceptable  as-  payments  to 
those  employed  by  you  on  estates  under  your  management  than  orders  on  town  ? 

A.  Certainly  not. 

Q.  Would  not  paper,  which  shall  be  directed  to  be  received' in  payment  of  all'duties  and  tnx^s, 
facilitate  their  payment,  collection,  and  remittance  to  the  ollice  of  the  receiver-general  from  the 
country  ?  t 

A.  Hitherto  I  have  not  found  any  difficulty  in  settling  taxes  with  the  receiver-general,  but  it  may- 
facilitate  transactions  on  the  north  side  of. the  island.

Q.  Would  not  paper,  of  the  description  before-mentioned,  be  more  acceptable  as  payments  te 
those  employed  by  you  on  estates  under  your  management  than  orders  on  town  or  rum  ? 
A.  1  think  it  would. 

Q.  Is  there  not  a  scarcity  of  coin  in  that  part  of  the  country  you  are  acquainted  with  for  tin 
^purposes  of  trade,  and,  if  so,  would  not  a  paper  currency  bfe  very  useful  in  that  part  of  the  island  ? 

A.  I  can't  say  that  I  ever  found  a  deficiency  of  coin  in  Westmorland:  I  have  frequently  been 
applied  to  for  orders  on  town,  when  the  cash  was  given  me  for  them.

"Question.  Would  not  piper,  with  island  security,  payable  on  demand  in  specie,  circulate  freely 
fwr  the  internal  purposes  of  the  country,  without  bearing  interest,  and  to  what  amount  in  your 

opinion  ? 

Answer.  I  have  no  doubt  that  paper,  with  island  security,  payable  on  demand  in  specie,  would 
circulate  freely,  without  bearing  interest,  but  to  what  amount  I  can  give  no  opinion. 

Q.  Is  there  not  a  scarcity  of  coin  in  that  part  of  the  country  you  are  acquainted  with  for  the 
purposes  of  trade,  and,  if  so,  would  not  a  paper  currency  be  very  useful  iu  that  part  of  the  island  ? 

A.  As  I  am  not  in  trade,  I  cannot  properly  answer  the  question,  whether  there  be  a  scarcity  or 
not  for  that  purpose ;  but  1  have  no  doubt  that  a  paper  currency,  with  the  island  credit,  would  be 
very  useful. 

Q.  Do  not  the  papers  of  Mr.  Hamilton,  the  receiver-general,  circulate  freely  in  your  parish,  and 
to  a  considerable  amount? 

A.  The  papers  of 'Mr.  Hamilton  I  have  never  found  any  difficulty  in  circulating,  but  to  what 
amount  they  are  circulated  I  cannot  say:  I  generally  have  from  3  to  500/.  a-ycar  of  them,  in  small 
sums  of  5/.  and  10/. 

Q.  Would  you  not,  in  receiving  payments  in  the  country,  prefer  papers  with  island  security  to 
any  other  papers,  even  if  drawn  at  sight? 

A.  Certainly,  provided  the  papers  w^re  payable  on  demand,  -and  I  was,  of  course,  sure  of1  re- 
ceiving the  money.

Question.  Would  not  paper,  with  island  security,  payable  on  demand  in  specie,  circulate  free!} 
for  the  internal  purposes  of  the  country,  without  bearing  interest,  and  to  what  amount  in  your 
opinion  ? 

Answer.  It  would,  and,  I  presume,  to  the  amount  of  200,000/ 

Q.  What  sum  do  you  conceive  necessary  to  be  provided  in  specie,  to  meet  the  occasional  de- 
mands for  payment  of  such  paper,  supposing  their  issue  amounted  to  100,000/.  ? 

A.  No  extraordinary  sum,  as  I  conceive  the  money,  generally  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver-ge- 
nerally,  would  be  adequate  to  the  purpose. 

Q.  How  are  estates'  contingencies  usually  paid  ? 

A.  I  believe  b$r  orders  on  merchants  in  town. 

Q.  Would  net  paper,  of  the  description  before-mentioned,  be  more  acceptable  as  payments 

to 
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to  those  employed  by  you  on  estates  under  your  management,  in  payment  of  estates'  contingen- 
cies ? 

A.  I  conceive  it  would,  because  public  security  is  better  than  that  of  any  individual 
Q.  Do  not  the  papers  of  Mr.  Hamilton,  tho.  receiver-genera],  circulate  freely  in  your  parish, 
and  to  a  considerable  amount  ? 

A.  .1  believe  they  do,  but  I  cannot  say  as  to  what  amount 

Q.  Is  it  usual  in  your  parish  to  pay  or  allow  2b  psr  cent,  on  receiving  money  for  an  order  o* 
town  at  sight  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  that  it  is  usual,  but  I  have  been  asked  . by  a  Jew  2i  per  cent,  fur  cash,  for  an 
order  on  town  on  the  receiver-wneral. 

Q.  Would  not  paper,  which  shall  be  directed  to  be  received  in  payment  of  all  duties  and  taxes, 
facilitate  their  payment,  collection,  and  remittance  to  the  office  of  the  receiver-general  from  the 
country? 

A.  I  conceive  it  would. 

Q.  Would  not  the  circulation  of  an  island  paper  currency,  in  your  opini'on,  injure  the  revenue 
arising  from  the  stamp  act  ? 

A.  Yes,  very  considerably,  because  payments  have  been  hitherto  made  by  orders  on  town,  on 
which  there  is  a  stamp  according  to  their  amount.

Examination,  upon  oath,  of  captain  Harper,  before  the  committee  to  whom  stands 
referred  the  petition  of  general  Commit. 

■Wednesday,  1st  December,  1819. 

Question.  What  is  your  situation  in  this  Island  ? 

Answer.  I  am  captain  of  the  engineer  corps,  and  have  charge  of  the  engineer  department. 
Q.  Are  you  acquainted,  with  the  stream  ox  water  at  Hock-Fort,  proposed  to  be  taken  up  by  go- 
vernment? 
A.  I  am. 

Q.  State  the  quantity  which,  in  your  opinion,  issues  from  the  stream  ? 
A.  The  stream  yields  about  G7,000  gallons  per  hour. 

Q.  What  will  be  the  probable  quantity  required  per  diem  for  the  use  of  the  troops  at  Up- Park 
camp? 

A.  About  10,000  gallons  per  day. 

Q.  Is  there  not  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  to  supply  the  -troops  at  the  camp,  as  well  as  the 
inhabitants  of  Kingston,  from  the  aforesaid  stream  ? 

A.  It  is  my  opinion  that  there  is  quite  a  sufficient  quantity,  particularly  as  we  should  only  re- 
quire to  work  our  machinery  once  a  week  for  seven  hours,  or  thereabouts,  during  which,  time  it 
would  take  up  70,000  gallons  of  water. 

Q  What  quantity  of  water  do  you  consider  issues  from  the  spring  at  Rock- Fort,  which  is  in- 
tended to  be  used,  per  day  in  dry  weather? 

A.  I  have  always  found  the  stream  to  be  the  same  in  dry  weather  as  in  the  rainy  seasons ;  the 
quantity,  as  I  mentioned  l)e&re>  67,000  gallons- per  hour. 

Q.  Hav« 
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O.  I  Tave  the  troops  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  now,  or  even  when  the  wells  and  tanks  at  the 
ramp  are  tn  order ;  and  is  or  is  net  the;  water,  drawn  from  the  wells,  of  a  good  or  bad  quality  ? 

A.  The  quantity  of  -water  afforded  by  the  wells,  when'  in  good  order,  amounts  only  to  1700  gal- 
ions  per 'diem  ;  the  tanks  hold,  when  full,  only  1 1 '2,960  gallons ;  this  quantity  is  barely  sufficient  to' 
provide  the  camp,  with  a  full  garrison,  for  three  months ;  when  the  tanks  are  exhausted,  a  deficiency 
amounts  to  two-thirds  of  the  demand,  notwithstanding  the  men  are  put  upon  an  allowance  of  two 
and  a  half  gallons  each  per  day  :  The  quality  of  the  water  in  the  wells  is  by  no  means  good,  and' 
has  upon  one  occasion,  to  my  knowledge,  -been  rejected  by  the  medical  men. 

Q.  Do  the  troops  suffer  greatly  from  the  want  of  water  :  State  particularly  such  cases  of  distress 
as  come  within  your  knowledge? 

A.  During  my  residence  at  the  camp  I  have  frequently  observed  the  men  to  go  cut  in  their  shirt* 
in  the  night,  during  a  shower  of  rain,  rather  than  iosethc  transient  opportunity  of  obtaining  a  little 
•water :  I  have  also  observed  them  to  drink  water  from  the  horse-pond,  which  has  been  contami- 
nated by  soap-suds  and  other  filth  :  My  own  family,  upon  one  occasion,  was  without  water  for  up- 
wards often  hours.  I  have  been  credibly  informed  by  many  of  the  officers  of  the  58th  and,  61st 
regiments  that,  for  the  first  two  years  that  those  regiments  were  in  garrison  at  camp,  the  men  had 
not  been  enabled  to  wash  themselves. 

Q.  Will  the  proposed  plan,  on  behalf  of  government,  interfere  with  the  plan  proposed  for  the 
city  of  Kingston,  or  will  there  be,  in  your  opinion,  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  to  answer  both 
.purposes  ? 

A.  There  were  two  plans  proposed  by  me  to  government  for  a  supply  of  water  at  Up- Park 
camp  :  Owe  proposal  was  to  give  (he  company  at  Kingston  a  certain  sum  for  providing  the  camp 
with  water-;  the  other  plan  w  as  to -carry  water  from  that  stream  to  -camp,  independent  of  the  com- 
pany :  Both  of  these  plans  have  been  approved  of  by  government,  and  it  is  left  to  the  general  to 
decide  which  plan  Ire  may  think  p roper  to  adopt.  Supposing  the  last  plan  to  be  carried  into  effect, 
it  will  not  in  the  least  interfere  with  the  company's  plan  for  carrying  the  water  to  Kingston  ;  on 
the  contrary,  the  company  will  benefit  by  it,  as  they  have  only  to  raise  their  water  to  the  height  of 
about  88  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea  to  carry  it  to  the  height  of  the  race-course,  instead  of  220 
feet,  which  would  be  the  case  if  they  had  to  carry  the  plan  into  effect  for  Up- Park  camp,  and  there 
would  be,  in  my  opinion,  fully  sufficient  water  for  both  purposes. 

Q.  Of  what  dimensions  is  it  proposed  to  have  the  pipes  for  conveying  the  water  to  camp  ? 

A.  I  propose  having  the  pipes,  which  lead  to  the  reservoir,  of  a  six-inch  bore,  and  those  which 
lead  from  the  reservoir  to  the  camp,  from  four  to  five  inches. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  situation  where  the  Kingston  water-company  propose  to  take 
up  the  water  :  If  so,  at  what  distance  above  is  the  place  where  government  propose  to  take  it  up, 
and  are  there  not  other  springs  of  water  which  flow  into  the  stream  between  these  two  situations  ? 

A.  The  spot  where  the  Kingston  water- company  propose  to  take  up  the  water  is  600  feet  north- 
ward of  the  windward  road  ;  above  this  situation  the  surplus  water  from  the  naval  tank  flows  into 
the  stream  proposed  to  be  taken  up  by  them  :  I  have  not  exactly  fixed  the  spot  where  government 
propose  to  take  up  the  water  for  the  camp,  but  it  will  be  above  the  second  dam-head,  and,  at  least, 
of  the  distance  of  from  5  to  600  feet  northward  of  the  situation  where  the  Kingston  water-company 
propose  to  take  up  their  water.  The  whole  side  of  ihe  hiil,  from  the  uppermost  spring  to  the  naval 
watering  reservoir,  is  a  continuation  of  springs.

Q.  Can  you  lay  before  the  committee  a  scheme  of  the  intented  plan  for  conveying,  the  water  from 
Rock- Fort  to  Up- Park,  and  of  the  direction  in  which  the  pipes  will  be.  carried,  and  through  what 
properties  ? 
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A.  I  have  prepared  a  sketch  of  the  ground,  and  the  probable  direction  of  the  piper-, -as  fir  as  the 
time  would  permit  mo,  which  I  beg  to  tender.    Government  wiil  take  up  the  water  above  the  upper 
dam-head,  from  thence  it  will  be  thrown  by  the  steam-engine  into  a  reservoir  or.  the  'face  of  the 
Long-Mountain,  from  thence  the  pipes  will  pass  through  part  of  Mr.  lloss's  property,  Mr.  Menard's, 
Mr.  Higson's,  thence  along  part  of  the  Long- Mountain  road  through  Mr.  Aiktmuvs  and  Vineyard 
pen  into  the  camp.    The  Kingston  water-company,  -if  established, -will  take  up  their  w  ater  600  feet 
northward  of  the  windward  road,  and  below  the  king's,  watering  road,  -a*  near  as  I  can  judge,  200 
feet.  It  will  be  necessary  for  government  to  raise  the -water  ^JO-feet  or  thereabouts,  and  the  Kings- 
ton water-company,  to  carry  the  water  to  the  top  of  the  race-course,  as  I;  before  -said,  g&  'feet. 
Q.  What  number  of  troops  arc  the  barracks  at  Up- Park  calculated  to  contain? 
.A.  The  barracks  arc  calculated  to  hold  about.  1.500  troops;  with  the  women,  children,  horses, 
.  &c.  the  number  will  be  2100,  and  it  is  for  that  number. I  have  calculated  the  water- 1  have  stated  to 
be  necessary. 

Q.  Supposing  the  navy  to  take  thc-whole  supply  of  water  afforded  by  the  springs  running  into 
the  naval  reservoir,  would  there  be  any,  and,  if  so,-  what  quantity  of  water,  left  to  be  taken  up  by  the 
Kingston  water-company  ? 

A.  There  are  three  springs,  independent  of  the  springs  for  supplying  the  navy,  which  flow  from 
the  hill  under  the  guttering  into  the  lower  dam,  where  it  is  proposed  to  take  up  the  water  for  the 
Kingston  company.  I  measured  the  quantity  of  water  which  iiows  through  the  gutter  way,  or  ra- 
ther the  sluice,  which  I  stated  before  to  be  67,000  gallons  per  hour.  If  the  navy  take  the  whole  of 
the  water,  and  allow  none  of  it  to  pass  into  the  dam,  the  quantity  diminished  will  be  about  14,600 
gallons  per  hour,  and  that  proposed  to  be  taken  by  government -will  diminish  it- 10,000  gallons  per 
day,  leaving  a  superabundance  sufficient  to  supply  three  such  cities  as  Kingston. 

Q.  Does  not  the  spring,  proposed  to  be  taken  up  by  government,  now  How  into  the  naval  re- 
servoir, or  does  it  not  in  some,  degree  contribute  to  supply  that  reservoir  ? 

A.  It  does  not.

Question.  Are  you  th e- first  clefrk  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  the  court  of  chancery,  and  how 
<ov.g  have  you  been  so-'? 

Answer.  I  am,  and  have  been  so" from  the  1st  January,  1815? 

Q.  Is  there  a  table  of  the'feesjfixcd  by  the  act  of  55th  Geo.  III. -  chap.  24,  set  up  in  the'office, 
and  are  they  the  only  feesvtaken  in  the  register's  office  ? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Arc  the  different' proceedings  sent  to  the  office  regularly  filed  and  entered  into  the  file  books? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Are  the  proceedings  so  fded,  regularly  recorded  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law :  Do  you 
examine  such  records  with  the  original  proceedings,  and  make  the  affidavit  required  by  law? 

A.  As  nearly  so  as  the  influx  of  business,  occasioned  by  the  periodical  sittings,  will  allow:  In 
examining  the  records  J  am  assisted  by  Mr.  Taws,  and  we  make  the  affidavit  required  to  the  b«>okK 
we  respectively  examine. 

Q.  Have  your  charges  been  regulated  by  the  affidavits  filed  by  the  masters  and  solicitors,  and 
has  the  taxation  of  their  bills  been  agreeably  to  such  affidavits  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Has  the  register  entered  into  the  recognizance  and  bond  required  by  the  12th  section  of  the 
above  act,  and  are  the  same  duly  recorded  ? 
A'.  I  believe  so. 

Q.  What  sums  of  money,  belonging  to  the  suitors  of  the  court,  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  re- 
gister, and  have  the  same  been  deposited  according  to  law  ? 

A.  There  are  now  six  sums,  amounting  to  30,232/.  and  the  same  are  deposited  according  to  law. 

Q.  In  what  manner  is  the  register  paid  for  letters  of  guardianship  :  Does  ne  receive  the  fees  of 
61.  5s.  upon  filing  the  petition  for  such  letters,  or  when  the  proceedings  are  completed. 

A.  It  is  altogether  optional  widi  the  parties  :  In  most  cases  When  the  proceedings  are  completed. 

Q.  Do  you,  as  head-clerk,  receive  any,  and  what,  fees  independent  of  the  fees  paid  the  re- 
rffister  ? 

A.  I  receive  no  fees  fir  any  duty  that  I  can  be  called  upon  to  perform.     I  receive  occasional 

remuneration  for  extra  business  attendance  out  of  office  hours,  &c 

Q.  Has  there  been  any  inventory  of  the  records  recorded  as  required  by  law  ? 
A.  I  believe  so. 

O.  Have  the  old  plat  books,  file  books,  order  books,  and  records,  been  put  in  good  order  ? 
A.  Yes. 

Y.  Have  the  190  reports  of  the  masters  in  chancery,  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the  committee 
of  theliouse  made  in  1814,  been  all -recorded  ? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Has  the  sum  of -money  paid  to  the  patentee  been  at  any  time  increased  since  the  passing  of 
the  last  fee  bill ;  and,  if  so,  when  and  why  did  sucli  increase  take  place  ? 

A.  It  was  increased  150/.  per  annum  from  the  21st  of  January,  1818,  and  for  reason  why,  I  beg 
•leave  to  tender  a  letter  from  Mr.  William  Mitchell  to  Mr.  Ramsay,  of  the  5th  June,  1817,  which 
will  shew  that  the  lease  would  not  have  been  renewed  without  it,  there  being  a  competition  for  the 
-f/^ncwal  .of  the  lease. 

Q.  Can 
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Q.  Can  you  lav  before  the  committee  an  account  of  the  gross  receipts,  ami*  uf  the  contingencies 
of  the  office,  since  the  passing  of  the  last  act? 

A...  The  schedules  A  and  B  tendered  as  the  answer  of  examinant. 

Q.  In  any  sums  of  money  charged  in  the  contingent  accounts  of  tlie  office  for  clerks'  salafies-aml 
copying,  are  the  sums  paid  to  such  clerks  for  bringing  up  the  old  records-  and  the  befbre-inenth.-iKd 
190  reports  included,  or  was  that  labour paid  for  independently? 

A.  It  was  all  paid  for  independently,  and  no  part  is  included  in  the  accounts  alluded  to. 

Q.  What  salary  may  you.  receive  as  head-clerk ;  and  what  salaries  do  the  other  clerks  get  ? 

A.  I  receive,  for  the  duties  of  head-clerk,  a  salary  of  4001.  per  annum,  and  I  have  Latterly  taken 
upon  myself  the  accounts  of  the  office  (which  till  then  were  in  the  'hands  of  another  person':,'  at  u 
salary  of  50/.  per  annum.  Mr.  Taws  receives,  for  the  order  bookHlepartment,  2-iO/.  per  annum. 
These  are  the  only  salaries  paid.  The  gentlemen  who  record  and  co;»y  papers  receive  7i«'.  per 
legal  sheet  for  their  labour. 

Q.  Hew  frequently  docs  die  register  attend  at  the  office,  and  how  long  does -he  remain  there 
when  he  does  attend  ? 

A.  The  register  confides  most  of  the  active  duties  of  the  office  in  me :    He  attends  the  office 
frequently,  and  is  always  at  hand  when  required,  sufficiently  so  as  to  allbrd  every  facility  to  the 
business  of  the  office.     Every  paper,  requiring  the  register's  signature,  is  signed  by  himself,  and 
-during  the  sitting  of  the  court  he  attends  personally  the  whole  of  every  day. 

Q.  What  is  the  number  of  clerks  now  employed  in  the  office,  what  has  been  the  number  in  each 
year  since  the  session  of  1814,  and,  in  particular,  what  was  the  number  in  that  year? 

A.  .Two  clerks  on  salary,  and  two  paid  by  \0d.  per  sheet  in  1.8 14-,  same  number  in  1819,  and 
-  die  only  number  beyond  that  was  during  the  time  of  the  reports  being  recorded. 

Q.  Are  any  copying  clerks  employed  out  of  office  to  bring  up  the  records  or  other  proceedings, 
and  to  what  extent  ? 

A.  Only  the  same  clerks  from  the  time  the  office  shuts  until  it  opens  in  the  morning. 

Q.  Was  diere  not  a  greater  number  employed-  in  1815  for  the  usual  business  of  the  office,  or  how 
is  it  that  the  contingencies  of  that  year  exceed  that  of  J  81  8  ? 

A.  I  believe  not;  and  the  reason  of  the  dillbreuce  1  believe  to  be  that  in  1815  clerks  were  paid

Q.  What  are  the  fees  usually  taken  in  the  secretary's  office  upon  qualifying  as  executor  or  ad- 
ministrator, including  the  fees  to  the  secretary,  stamps,  &c.  ?

A.  The  different  records  in  the  office  tire  examined  with  the  originals,  and  the  affidavits  made 
*Jiil  sworn  to  as  prescribed  by  the  said  law,  although  not  within  the  thirty  days. 

Q.  Are  copies  of all  deeds  and  ether  instruments  furnished  within  fourteen  days  after  the  same 
ore  demanded,  without  any  charge  for  expedition  ? 

A.  Copies  are  redely  for  delivery  immediately  after  the  fourteen  days  are  expired,  without  any 
gratuity  for  expedition. 

Q.  liy  what  rule  do  you  charge  when  Copies  are  required  with  expedition  ? 

A.  Twenty-five  shillings  is  paid  by  way  of  gratuity  when  the  amount  of  the  paper  recorded  does 
not  exceed  double  that  sum  ;  after,  half  the  amount  of  recording  is  paid  until  the  sum  amounts  to 
10/. ;  above  that,  the  rule  is  one-third. 

Q.  Are  receipts  given  by  you  for  all  deeds  and  other  instruments  in  writing  that  are  lodged  in 
the  secretary's  office;  and  if  not,  what  becomes  of  the  stamp-money  received  for  such  receipts? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Are  all  bonds,  dedenimes,  and  all  other  testamentary  and  administration  papers  delivered  to 
fthc  persons  requiring  the  same  when  and  so  soon  as  they  are  demanded,  or  within  what  time  after- 
wards ? 

A.  They  are  delivered  as  soon  as  they  are  demanded,  if  the  papers  are  complete.  It  sometimes 
'happens  that  they  are  delayed  for  want  of  the  signature  of  the  ordinary. 

Q.  Does  the  secretary  himself  take  charge  of  the  several  instruments  in  writing  lodged  in  the 
office,  and  of  the  records-:  and,  if  not,  name  the  confidential  clerk  in  whose  charge  tney  are  ? 

A.  I  am  the  person  entrusted  bv  the  secretarv  to  take  charge  of  the  several  instruments  lodged 
in  the  office. 

Q.  Is  there  a  fair  written  table  of  the  fees  constantly  kept  up  in  the  secretary's  office? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  In  what  condition  are  i\\e  several  records  and  alphabets  in  the  office  ;  are  they  in  good  order 
and  repair,  and  are  they  properly  brought  up ;  if  not,  why  so  ? 

A.  The  records  in  the  office  are  intolerable  repair:  As  good  as  they  were  during  the  time  of  the 
former  secretary.  The  alphabets  are  some  of  them  out  of  repair,  and  two  arc  now  transcribing; 
but  as  the  alphabets  and  other  books  are  constantly  in  hand,  and  under  the  last  law  ail  descriptions 
of  persons,  whether  negroes  or  others,  are  allowed  to  have  access  to  them,  I  find  a  considerable  dif- 
ference in  their  condition. 

Q.  Is  there  any  inventory  of  the  books  and  records  kept  in  the  secretary's,  and  lias  a  copy  of 
such  inventory  been  sent  to  the  clerk  of  the  court's,  office  ? 

A.  An  inventory  of  the  books  and  records  was  lodged  by  me  in  the  clerk  of  the  court's  office  :  I 
am  not  aware  of  any  law  that  requires  the  secretary  to  keep  a  copy  himself,  although  I  have  one 
by  me. 

Q.  Look  at  the  paper  marked  B,  and  inform  the  committee  which  of  the  books  and  records 
therein  mentioned  have  been  transcribed  ? 
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A.  "None  pf  them  have  been  transcribed  ;  they  remain  in  the  fame  statc*as  left  by  the  former  se- 
cretary. 

Q.  Wliat  are  the  duties  performed  by  the  secretary!  himself  with  respect  to  the  said  office,  and 
what  portion  of  his  time  is  taken  up  in  the  discharge  ofthe-said  duties  ? 

A.  The  secretary  himself  is  actually  in  the  performance  of  all  the  duties  of  the  said  office  :  From 
his  very  long  acquaintance  he  performs  the  duties  w  ith  much  facility  to  himself,  but  to  persons  of  less 
ability  it  would  occupy  perhaps  one-half  of  their  time. 

Q.  What  arc  the  different  fees  taken  by  the  notary  public  and  iiis  deputies  ? 

A.  I  know  of  none. 

Q.  What  salary  do  you  receive  as  head-clerk,  and  what  other  emoluments  do  you  get:  How  do 
these  emoluments  arise  ? 

A.  Under  the  late  secretary  my  salary  was  300/::  \ho  present  increased  it  to  500/.  per  Unman  : 
lie  also  allows  me  to  receive  a  gratuity  upon  the  delivery  of  deeds,  copies,  and  other  instruments, 
when  required  within  the  limits  of  the  time  prescribed  by  law;  the  Jatter  has  been  commonly  de- 
nominated expedition  fee. 

Q.  What  number  of  clerks  are  in  theoflice  upon  salary,  and  what  are  the  amounts  cf  their  sala- 
ries, and  how  are  the  other  clerks  paid  ? 

A.  There  are  three  clerks  in  the  office  upon  salaryymysclf  at  500/.  one  at  400/.  and  one  at  500/'. 
per  annum  :  The  other  clerks  receive  one-fourth  of  the  secretary's  foe  far  recording,  and  '2d.  per 
sheet  for  examining. 

Q.  Arc  there  any  slaves  or  negroes  employed  in  the  said  office,  and  in  what  are  they  employed  ? 

A.  There  is  a  negro  slave  used  in  the  office,  and  who  1ias  been  there  upwards  of  twenty  years, 
for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  books  in  their  places,  cleaning  out  the  office,  opening  it  and  closing 
it,  and  is  generally  at  the  service  of  the  gentlemen  practising  the  law  who  frequent  the  office. 

Q.  In  whose  custody  are  the' keys  of  the  office  kept,  and  is  the  said  negro  slave  entrusted  there- 
with ? 

A.  The  keys  of  the  office  are  entrusted  to  me,  and  the  negro  slave  merely  uses  the  keys  when 
directed  by  me  for  the  accommodation  of  the  solicitors.

Q.  What  number  of  deeds  are  there  at  present  in  the  office  unrecorded? 
A.  Eleven  hundred  and  thirty-two. 

Q1  Look  at  the  paper  marked  A,  and  inform  the  committee  which  of  the  bocks  and  records 
therein  mentioned  have  been  put  into  good  order  ? 

A.  I  cannot  answer  that  question  as  minutely  as  I  could  wish,  bufrthcre  were  books,  contained  in 
that  list,  put  in  order  by  the  late  secretary  at  an  expence  of  upwards  of  300/.  within  six  months  of 
his  leaving  the  office  :  There  still  remains  a  considerable  number  that  require  repair. 

Q.  Does  the  secretary  examine  all  the  laws  himself  as  by  law  enjoined  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Is  the  business,  coming  into  the  office  of  the  secretary  to  be  "performed  by  him  uniformly, 
equal  in  quantity  every  month  of  the  year,  or  is  there  a  greater  influx  in  one  month,  or  during  one 
part  of  the  year,  than  another;  and  if  so,  state  the  extent  of  such  difference -as  you  estimate  and 
consider  the  same,  comparing  one  part  of  the  year  with  another  part  of  the  same  year?' 

A.  The  business  which  comes  into  the  office  of  the  secretary  is  by  no  mean's  uniform  ;  from  the 
month  cf  December  until  the  end  of  the  month  of  March  it  is  nearly  double. 

Q.  Are  the  clerks  employed  by  the  secretary  in  the  business  of  his  office  in  Spanish- Town,  with 
the  exception  of  yourself  and  the  other  two  clerks  which  you  state  to  be  engaged  on  a  salary,  copy- 
ists merely  ? 

A.  Yes.

...  If,  arranging  and  managing  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Q.  What  ate  the  duties  of  the  second  clerk  ? 

A.  Bringing  up  the  several  alphabets,  filling  up  testamentary  and  administration  papers,  entering 
caveats,  undcrwritings,  putting  up  names,  &c.  and  occasionally  assisting  me  when  I  am  unavoidably 
absent. 

Q.  What  are  the  duties  of  the  third  clerk  ? 

A.  Examining  all  records  and  papers  w  ith  the  original  deeds  and  other  instruments. 
Q,  What  is-the  nature  of  the  employment  of  the  other  persons  engaged  by  the  secretary  in  his 
(.Ulce,  who  ate  distinguished  by  the  term  copyists? 

A.  Recording  the  deeds  and  other  papers  sent  into  the  office. 

Q.  What  number  of  sides  or  pages  of  the  books,  appropriated  to  the  recording  of  conveyances, 
mortgages,  and  ether  deeds,  usually  called  deed  books,  do  you  find  written  per  diem  on  an  average 
by  the  person,  whom  you  consider  the  most  expeditious  of  the  copyists  engaged  in  the  office,  and 
what  number  of  hours  do  you  allow  to  each  day? 

A.  Nine  sides  of  the  large  book ;  and  the  time  of  recording  limited  bylaw  is  from  seven  o'clock 
until  three. 

Q.  Is  or  is  not  the  office,  or  some  part  of  it,  kept  open  beyond  the  hours  appointed  bylaw,  and 
what  is  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  so  kept  open  ? 

A.  Yes  :  It  is  opened  one  hour  in  the  morning  <md  two  in  the  evening  longer  than  required  by 
law,  to  enable  the  clerk  to  make  such  a  day's  work  as  above  stated. 

Q.  How  many  sides  or  pages  do  the  deed  books,  now  used  in  the  office,  each  contain  on  an 
average  ? 

A.  Five  hundred  and  forty  pages. 

Q.  When  copies  of  deeds  are  required  from  the  office,  whom  do  you  employ  in  making  the  same  ? 
Are  not  the  copyists  necessarily  taken  off  from  their  usual  business  of  recording  deeds  in  the  books 
of  the  office,  to  make  such  copies? 

A.  Copying  clerks  are  employed,  and,  of  course,  they  are  taken  off  from  the  books  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

Q.  How  many  days  does  it  take  the  examiner  to  compare  and  examine  a  deed  book  with  the 
originals  recorded  therein,  when  assisted  by  a  person  who  reads  with  ordinary  facility ;  and  is  he 
not  frequently  occupied  a  greater  length  of  time,  and  how  much  longer  when  engaged  in  such  ex- 
amination with  a  person  who  does  not  read  with  equal  facility  ? 

A.  It  will  take  the  former  about  fourteen  days,  the  latter  a  week  or  ten  days  longer. 

Q.  Agreeably  to  what  you  have  stated  in  respect  of  the  quantity  of  writing  usually  done  hi  a 
•deed  book  per  diem,  and  in  respect  of  the  time  taken  up  in  the  examination  of  such  book,  in  what 
space  of  time  could  such  a  book  be  written  and  examined,  supposing  the  same  to  be  written  and 
compared  with  the  examiner  by  a  person  who  can  accomplish  nine  sides  or  pages  per  diem,  and  who 
reads  with  such  facility  as  to  enable  the  examiner  to  complete  the  examination  thereof  in  fourteen 
days,  and  supposing  also  that  such  person  is  not  taken  off  to  do  other  business,  but  to  besconstantly 
occupied  in  the  completion  of  this  book  ?

Q.  Could  such  assistance  also  be  procured  in-  #  iirne  of -war,  or  ha.»  the  secretary  crrncrichced  any 
and  what  difficulty  in  this  respect,  as  you  know  or  have  heard? 

A.  In  time  of  war  the  difficulty  is  very  much  increased  to'  procure  clerks  ;  in  consequent^  tl  3 
deeds  were  at  one  tune  four  years  back. 

Q.  Arc  persons  likely  to  be  procured  as  copyists  unless  assured  of  permanent  employment,  and 
could  a  greater  number  than  what  are  now  engaged  be  permanently  employed  during,  the  year  ? 

A.  No  ;  there  are  as  ma'ny  as  we- can  give  regular  employment  to. 

Q.  What  would  the  consequence  be  were  it  possible  for  the  secretary  to  engage  persons  wyjj'uni- 
-  ber  sufficient  upon  every  press  of  business  to  comply  with  the  present  regulation  of  recording  deeds. 
&c.  within  thirty  days:  Would  not  they  all,  or  a  considerable  number  of  them,  be  frequently  with- 
out employment,  and  what  length  of  time  do  you-  calculate  they- would  remain  so  unemployed'? 

A.  If  there  were  an  excess-  of  clerks  employed-  for  this  purpose,  and  kept  by  the  secretary,  they 
would  remain  at  least  three  months  in  the  year  unoccupied. 

Q.  How  are  the  general  alphabets  of  deeds  made  up:  Are  they  made  up  from  the  particular  al- 
phabet of  each  deed  book,  or  are  they  compiled  from  the  deeds  themselves  as  appearing  recorded, 
and  does  it  not  require  a  person  of  skill  and  experience  to  make  up  these  alphabets,  and  why  do 
you  consider  such  a  person  to  be  necessary  : 

A.  The  alphabets,  both  back  and  front,  are  made  up  by  a  reference  to  each  particular  deed  as  it 
is  recorded,  and  all  the  names  of 'the  several  parties,  grantors  and  grantees,  are  carefully  inserted  in 
one  or  the  other  as  they  ought  to  appear  :  Correctness  being  very  desirable,  -a  person  of  skill  and 
experience  is  more  likely  to  insure  it. 

Q.  How  many  deed  books  are  "there  constantly  in  hand,  or  hi  the  writing  of  which  the  copyists 
are  engaged  (subject  to  be  taken  off  to  make  copies  and  do  other  business)  during  the  year,  and 
what  is  the  number  at  present  in  hand  ? 

A,  About  eleven. 

Q.  How  man)'  alphabets  of  all  descriptions  are  there  in  the  secretary's  office,  including  what  are 
now  making  up,  and  particularize  the  number  of  each  description  : 
A.  Forty-five,  viz.

Q.  Is,  or  is  not,  the  principle,  upon  which  the  general  alphabet  of  deeds  is  now  compiled,  the 
same  as  that  upon  which  the  first  alphabets  appear  to  be  compiled,  and  can  any  advantage  be  ob- 
tained by  any,  and  what,  alteration  in  the  manner  of  making  up  the  same  ? 

A.  They  are  compiled  in  the  same  manner  as  they  always  were,  and  I  know  of  no  better 
mode. 

Q.  What  number  of  books  of  all  descriptions  are  filled  per  annum  on  the  average  by  die  re  - 
cording of  papers  coming  into  the  office? 
A.  About  eighteen. 

Q.  What  number  of  books  were  taken  up  in  recording  the  registry  returns  lodged  in  the  office 
in  the  year  1818,  and  was  the  secretary  able  to  accomplish  the  recording  of  such  returns  within 
the  time  allowed  by  law;  and  was  not  this  increase  of  business  partly  the  occasion  of  the  ordinary 
business  of  the  office  falling  in  arrear? 

A.  Thirty -two  books:  They  were  recorded  nearly  within  the  time  allowed  by  laws  and  cer- 
tainly weie  tiie  cause  of  the  ordinary  business  falling  in  arrear. 

Q.  At  what  rate  is  the  secretary  paid  for  recording  the  laws  ? 

A.  Twenty  shillings  each,  long  or  short. 

Q.  Is  twenty  shillings  for  each  law,  whether  short  or  long,  an  adequate  remuneration  for  his 
trouble  ?

Q.  Has  the  present  secretary  derived  any  emolument  from  the  office  of  commissary,  or  steward- 
general  of  provisions  And  stores,  included  in  his  patent :  If  so,  state  the  nature,  extent,  and  par- 
ticulars thereof? 

A.  He  derives  no  emolument  whatever  from  it.

A.  Great  number  of  die  solicitors  put  the  number  of  worth  on  the  outside  of  the  deeds  or 
other  papers  at  my  request:  Those  I  tax  accordingly.  Others  I  count  the  words  in  a-Mfte  of  a 
page  indiscriminately,  and  the  number  of  lines  in  each* page,  By  ascertaining  the  number  01 
words  in  that  line  it  gives  me  the  contents,  or  nearly  so,  in  the  deed. 

Q.  How  often  does  the  secretary  visit  the  office,  and  when  was  he  last  there  ? 

A.  I  cannot  recollect  exactly  when  he  was  last  at  the-  office,  but  he  lives  so  near  that  a  reference 
can  and  is  had  to  him  at  any  moment  of  the  day  :  He  attends  as  often  as  he  is  rcquir  ;!. 

Q.  Is  it  not  sometimes  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  make  and  to  receive-  conwnumeation:.  from 
other,  and  what  other,  public  offices  ? 

A.  I  know  of  none. 

Q.  Have  you  daily  or  what  communication  with  the  secretary  on  the  business  of  ids  office  ? 
A.  As  often  asJs  necessary:  Most  commonly  every  day;  when  lie  is  made  acquainted -with  the 
transactions  therein.

Question.  Do  you  always  wait  until  a  will  or  administration  bond  is  returned  to  lay  the  de- 
dimnses  before  the  ordinary  for  his  signature,  or  is  it  the  custom  of  the  office  to  have  a  number  of 
blank  dedimuscs  signed,  ready- for  delivery  on  the  return  of  the  bond  ? 

Answer.  There  are  always  a  number  of  blank  dedimuses  ready  for  delivery,  if  the  ordinary 
thinks  proper,  on  the  return  of  the  bond,  provided  the  bond  is  correct:  Those  dedimuses  are  then 
issued  by  the  direction  of  the  ordinary. 

Q.  Do  you  not  issue  these  dedimuses,  if  the  bonds  are  correct,  as  a  matter  of  course,  without 
applying  to  the  ordinary,  and,  if  so,  liow  happens  the  delay  which  takes  place  in  issuing  them  r" 

A.  The  dedimuscs  are  issued  under  the  direction  of  the  ordinary,  and  the  delay  takes  place 
whenever  the  ordinary  docs  .not  think  it  expedient  to  put  his  name  to  the  -papers  :  But,  generally 
speaking,  they  are  issued  in  that  manner. 

Q.  You  say  that  the  secretary  is  not  remunerated  for  recording  dedimuses  and  wills:' 'Does  lit 
not  get  the  one  pound  given  by  law  for  recording  wills  and  dedimuscs,  long  or  otherwise  ? 

•     A.  >*o : 
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A.  No :  Ho  docs  not. 

Q.  Is  not  the  secretary  entitled  to  receive  all  his  fees  in  cash,  and,  if  he  does  not  do  so,  is  there 
Hot  a  remuneration  paid  for  keeping  accounts  ? 

•A.. The  secretary  does  not  receive  his  fees  in  cash,  although  he  is  entided  to  do  so  :  A  remu- 
neration is  paid  to  me,  not  for  giving  credit,  but  for  keeping  the  accounts  for  the  convenience  of 
the  solicitors,  as  a  check  to  their  accounts. 

Q.  Does  not  "the  secretary  get  a  discount  upon  the  stamps  which  he  purchases,  and  what  dis- 
count ?  ' 

A.  Yes;  and  receives  the  discount  the  law  allows. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  received  any  gratuity  for  promptness  in  issuing  wills  and  administration 

papers?  '.  •  -  ' 

A.  No. 

Q.  I  h>w  often  does  the  secretary  procure  stamps  during  the  year,  and  what  governs. you  in -the 
tmount  and  description  of  the  stamps  sent  for  each  time  ? 
A.  Frequently  :  I  lay  before  the  committee  a  statement  of  the  stamps  received,  viz.

Q.  Notwithstanding  the  number  of  stamps  which  appear  to  have  been  obtained,  are  not  ex- 
cases  frequently  made  for  want  of  stamps,  and  explain  why  such  excuses  are  made? 

A.  I  never  have  been  in  the  habit  of  making  such  excuses  myself,  because  the  list  already  be- 
fore the  committee  shews  how  often  stamps  have  been  applied  for,  and  whenever  such  application 
has  been  made  a  considerable  balance  of  stamps  have  always  been  on  hand.  There  are  sixteen 
different  description  of  stamps  made  use  of  by  the  secretary,  and  it  may  have  happened  that  one 
of  those  descriptions  sometimes  has  fallen  -short;  but  it  has  been  rectified  in  the  course  of  twenty- 
four  hours.  The  Kingston  practitioners  rarely  demand  their  papers  in  person,  and  consequently 
cannot  correctly  account  for  any  delay  that  they  may  fancy  they  experience,  as  I  am  not  bound  to 
answer  their,  letters.     What  I  do  in  that  respect  is  merely  out  of  civility. 

Q.  Is  not  the  secretary  of  the  island,  in  that  department  of  his  office  which  relates  to  the  is- 
suing of  dedimuses,  the  officer,  and  under  the  controul  of,  the  court  of  ordinary  ? 

A.  Entirely  so.

Question.  At  what  time,  after  a  book  is  filled  and  examined,  does  Ae  examining  clerk  verify 
that  book  by  oath :  Is  it  regularly  done  within  the  time  limited  by  law  :  Ic  cot,  state  to  the  com- 
mittee the  cause  for  its  not  being  done  ? 

Answer.  There  is  no  particular  time  fixed  for  examining  the  record  books  after  they  are  filled 
up  and  examined,  because  there  are  a  great  number  of  books  in  hand  at  once,  more  particularly 
within  the  last  two  years:  The  slave  registry  returns  being  required  to  be  recorded  in  a  very  short 
«pace  of  time,  the  secretary  was  obliged  to  leave  all  the  other  basin ess  of  d*e  office  until  the  afore- 
said business  was  done :  Hence  it  will  appear  that  there  were  more  books  not  sworn  to  than  is 
usually  the  case.  The  books  that  arc  now  filled  up  and  examine*!  were  only  ready  to  be  swot  n  to 
in  the  month  of  November,  and  were  sworn  to  to-day. 

•  Q.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  none  of  the  records  since  November,  I  BIG,  were  examined  pre- 
vious to  November  last  ? 

A.  None  of  the  record  books,  since  the  1  Gilt  November,  1S1G,  were  completely  examined,  so 
that  they  could  be  attested  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief:  When  deeds  are  required 
they  are  examined,  and  delivered  out  of  the  office,  but  it  does  not  follow  that  the  whole  book  is 
examined  at  the  same  time.

A.  I  have  never  counted  the  words  in  deeds  recorded  by  me,  and  therefore  cannot  say.:  Mr. 
Hewitt  has  frequently  requested  me  to  mark  on  the  deeds  which  I  prepare  the  actual  number  of 
words,  that  he  might  charge  accordingly.  I  do  not  know  of  air;  other  fees,  except  the  expedition 
fees. 

Q.  Are  all  deeds  and  other  instruments,  lodged  in  the  office,  recorded  within  thirty  days,  and, 
if  not,  state  the  reasons,  or  within  what  tune;  and  are  the  same  done  in  a  fair  legible  hand  ? 

A.  All  deeds  of  conveyance  and  the  like  arc  not  recorded  within  that  time,  and  I  cannot  fix 
anv  particular  time  when  they  are.  Other  instruments  are  more  regularly  brought  up.  When- 
ever I  have  required  papers  at  the  exact  time,  I  have  always  found  Mr.  Hewitt  attend  to  my  ap- 
plications to  get  them  ready.  I  should  conceive  it  almost  impossible  to  record  aJJ  deeds  within 
the  thirty  days.     All  the  record  books  are  legibly,  though  many  are  Very  carelessly,  written. 

Q.  Are  copies  of  all  deeds  and  other  instruments  furnished  wkhin  fourteen  days  after  the  same 
are  demanded,  when  not  required  with  expedition  ? 

A.  They  are  not:  After  fourteen  days  arc  expired  are  fhey  then  put  in  hand;  but,  when  I 
have  wanted  any  particularly,  I  pointed  them  out  previously  to  Mr.  Hewitt,  and  he  has  seldom 
disappointed  me  in  having  them  ready  by  that  time. 

Q.  Do  the  charges  for  expedition  exceed  the  legal  charges  for  copies  ? 

A.  I  am  not  aware  of  the  charges  for  expedition  :  The  first  clerk  taxes  them  at  his  own  discre- 
tion.    I  frequently  thought  them  high. 

Q.  Do  you  regularly  obtain  receipts  for  all  deeds  and  ether  papers,  lodged  by  you  to  be  re» 

corded  ? 

A.  Not  at  the  time  of  recording,  but  invariably  afterwards,  for  such  papers  as  receipts  are 

usually 
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Usually  given  for.  No  receipts  are  given  for  original  wills  when  proved.  I  do  not  think  that 
receipts  could  he  given  in  all  eases  :it  the  time  the  deeds  are  lodged. 

Q.  Do  you  regularly  obtain  all  bonds,  warrants,  dedimuses,  and  all  testamentary  and  admi- 
nistration papers,  as  soon  as  yon  demand  them,  and,  it'  not,  mention  any  instances  of  neglect,  and 
for  what  length  of  time  you  have  been  kept  out  of  them,  and  what  excuses  have  been  made  for 
the  delay  ? 

A.  No:  Bonds  are  not  often  or  much  delayed.  The  excuse  for  them  is  want  of  stamps. 
Warrants  and  dedimuses  are  frequently,  and  for  a  longer  time,  withheld.  I  have  e>p_'rienced  a 
delay  of  three  weeks.  Want  of  stamps  is  some  times  assigned  as  the  excuse,  but  more  frequently 
it  is  said  that  they  have  been  sent  for  the  signature  of  the  governor,  but  have  Hot  been  returned. 

Q.  Do  yon  ever  -find  any  difficulty  in  obtaining  from  the  register's  and  governor's  secretary's 
office  paper-  signed  by  the  governor  ? 

A.  The  same  excuse  is  sometimes  given  as  in  the  other  offices,  but  not  so  frequently,  or  for 
the  same  length  of  time. 

Q.  In  what  condition  are  the  presses  for  preserving  the  records? 

A.  Two  of  them  require  to  be  fastened  to  the  wall  to  prevent  them  tilting  forward:  The  floor 

seems  bad  under  them. 

Q.  In  what  condition  are  the  several  records  and  alphabets  in  the  office:  Are  they  in  good 
order  and  repair,  and  are  they  brought  up,  and  to  what  time? 

A.  Several  of  the  books  of  records  require  new  binding,  and  many  of  the  general  alphabets 
should  be  transcribed.  Some  of  the  latter  are  in  very  bad  condition.  The  records  appear  nearly 
brought  up,  but  the  general  alphabets  of  deeds  are  very  much  in  arrear. 

Q.  Is  there  not  a  daily  alphabet  book  of  all  deeds  and  instruments  put  on  record,  and  to  what 
period  is  that  brought  up  ? 

A.  There  i»  a  book  of  all  deeds  and  instruments  put  on  record,  in  which  they  are  entered  al- 
phabetically.    It  is  generally  brought  up  to  within  three  weeks  or  a  month. 

Q.  Can  you  make  a  search  in  the  secretary's  office,  with  the  same  confidence  of  being  correct, 
that  you  would  do  were  the  alphabets  brought  up  ? 

A.  I  consider  that  the  daily  alphabet  and  cash  book  would  furnish  the  same  materials  at  some- 
what more  trouble.  The  difficulty  of  a  search  is  from  the  state  of  some  of  the  general  alpha- 
bets. 

Q.  When  you  have  not  found  any  deed  you  have  been  looking  for  entered  in  the  daily  alpha- 
bet, has  not  every  facility  been  given  to  your  discovering  it,  by  a  reference  to  the  cash  or  file 
book  ? 

A.  Every  facility  is  given  by  Mr.  Hewitt  in  every  branch  of  the  office,  except  in  regard  to 
warrants  and  dedimuses. 

Q.  Are  there  any  slaves  or  negroes  employed  in  the  said  oflice,  and  in  what  are  they  em= 
ployed  ? 

A.  There  is  only  one  to  my  knowledge,  named  George,  a  very  useful,  -civil  man.  George 
keeps  the  keys  of  the  presses  in  which  the  deeds  are,  puts  up  the  books  left  down  by  the  attornier. 
and  others,  and  does  other  work  of  the  same  nature. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  fees  taken  by  the  notary  public  and  his  deputies  ? 

A.  Not  as  distinct  from  those  of  the  secretary. 

Q.  Have  you  in  the  course  of  your  practice  discovered  any  errors  or  inaccuracies  in  the  re- 
cords of  the  said  office,  or  in  copies  of  deeds  procured  by  you  from  the  said  office? 

A.  Sometimes,  but  not  often  ;  and,  on  pointing  them  out  to  Mr.  Hewitt,  immediate  attention 
has  been  paid  to  correct  them.

Do  you  regularly  obtain  all  bonds,  warrants,  dedimuses,  and  all  other  testamentary 
and  administration  papers  as  soon  as  you  demand;  and,  if  not,  mention  any  instances  of  neglect, 
and  for  what  length  of  time  you  have  been  kept  out  of  them,  and  what  excuses  have  been  made 
for  the  delay  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  obtain  regularly  bonds,  dedimuses,  and  administration  papers  as  soon  as  I 
demand  them.  I  cannot  exactly  state  the  length  of  time  that  I  have  been  kq>t  out  of  diem: 
Probably,  five  or  six  weeks  :  The  excuse  has  sometimes  been  want  of  stamps :  At  other  times  pa- 
pers not  ready.  In  one  instance  I  remember,  on  applying  for  administration  papers  on  the  estate 
of  Cormick,  the  answer  was  want  of  stamps.  I  think  that  the  time  that  I  got  the  administration 
papers  on  tills  estate  was  three  weeks  after  die  administration  was  granted.

Question.  How  does  Mr.  Hewitt  not  afford  equal  facility  in  regard  to  warrants  and  dedi- 
muses ? 

Answer.  My  meaning  in  adding  that  exception  was,  ..to  be  more  consistent  with  my  previous 
answer.  I  consider  that,  if  there  were  greater  arrangement  in  procuring  those  papers  to  be 
stamped  and  signed  before  they  arc  actually  wanted,  there  would  not  be  so  much  delay.  My 
idea  is,  that  papers  should  be  ready  when  asked  for,  and  not  be  prpvided  after  they  are  asked  for. 
Mr.  Hewitt  shews  the  same  spirit  of  accommodation  in  regard  to  these  papers  as  others,  but  the 
papers  are  not  there. 

Q.  Can  you  inform  the  committee  -Whether,  in  fact,  there  are  not  many  sets  of  blank  dedi- 
muses generally  laid  before  the  ordinary  for  his -signature,  and  afterwards  kept  ready  for  delivery 
in  the  office  ? 

A.  I  do  not  think  that  a  sufficient  number  is  kept  ready,  otherwise  there  would  not  be  that 
delay.  There  may  be  blank  dedimuses,  but  I  have  seldom  procured  any  on  asking  for  them. 
One  instance  has  just  been  suggested  to  me,  where  I  did  procure  them  immediately.  That  is  the 
only  instance  I  recollect. 

Q.  Has  any,  and  what,  reason  been  ever  assigned  for  noUmving  stamps  at  the  office  ? 

A.  No  reason,  but  the  fact. 

Q.  Is  the  secretary  obliged  to  advance  his  own  money,  to  a  considerable  amount,  for  a  large 
supply  of  stamps  to  be. kept  in  his  office  r 

A.  The  secretary  is  obliged  to  pay  money  into  the  receiver-general's  office  before  he  can  have 
stamps  impressed  on  his  paper.  The  amount,  I  should  conceive,  cannot  be  very  considerable,  as 
lie  may  in  each  week  obtain  a  fresh  supply.  The  papers  given  out  subsequent  to  the  first  stamp- 
ing day  would,  I  conceive,  nearly  make  good  the  outlay,
